Two weeks from today the Fifty-first Con- 
gress will meet. A fortnight from last Satur- 
day night, the caucuses of the Republicans ana 
Democrats will be hela to select canvidates for 
the Speakership and for the places of Sergeant 
at Arms, Clerk, Doorkeeper, and Chaplain. The 
Speaker has in his gift the Chairmanships of 
of committees, and the Chairmen name their 
Own clerks. The Sergeant at Arm., Clerk, and 
Doorkeeper has each a good dea: of patronage 
at his disposal. The Chaplain gets no pairon- 
age, but he receives a salary for hia ministra- 
tions. 


Usually, a fortnight before the organization ’ 


of the House the fight is on here; headquarters 
have been established, and there is much rush- 
ing to and fro in Dehalf of the favorites. To-day 
there is almost an tier absence of members, 
and there isa total lack of excitement. The 
hotel keepers, who keep track of events with 
an eye to business, say that they have never 
known a Congress to open to such small houses. 
‘the candidates for Speaker on the Republican 
Side are here and they are all tramping around 
for Congressional acquaintances instead of re- 
ceiving callers in their hotels, 

Mr. T. B, Reed, looking rounder, more com- 
placent and confident than ever, is awaiting 
phe shock with serenity. He does not trouble 
himself macn about the reports that his silver 
and river and harbor records are to be brought 
up a8 an argument axainst his election. So 
far as silver is concered, iv is  prob- 
able that his recora will be found to be. 
a good deal like that of his competitors 
in the race. He makes no apologies for his 
course in regard to river and harbor improve- 
ments. Mr. Cariisie, he remembers, was al- 
ways an ooo. of indiscriminate appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors, yet the Democrats, 
many of whom were hungry for liberal appro- 


priations for the Mississippi, did not tind his 


fliscrimination a good ground for refusing to 
blect him. 


Just how the Western men, who are divided 
in their preferences among McKinley, Cannon, 
Burrows, and Henderson, are to combine effect- 
ively against Mr. Reed, 1t will be interesting to 
discover. Mr. Carter of Montana, Mr. Hans- 
brough of North Dakota, and Mr. Pickler of 


Routh Dakota are said to have declared them- 


selves, in a meeting of the Representatives from 
the new States, for Mr. Reed. Carter of Mon- 
Was understood to be for McKinley, in dis- 
®exard of the factthnat Keed had gone all the 
Way to Montana to heip elect Carter. His re- 
change looks like an access of gratitude. 

The united strength of all the opponents of 
Reed does not furnist the Maine candidate any 
occasion for concern. He has the Eastern 
States, New-York, and Pennsylvania pretty 
solidly behind him. His vote in that section is 
Calc ted at about 50, and he has other votes 
scattered about the country, some or them due 
by promise from the recenily scattered South- 
erm Members, who threatened to demand the 
Speakership for themselves. The caucus will 
not have more than 164 meninit. A majority 
is 85. The man who starts in with 50 votes be- 
fore the caucus meets is a great menace to the 
comfort of the others. 

But the award of the Speakership to Maine 
may break up arrangements made for other 
candidates. Pennsylvania has two candidates 
for Clerk, John M, Carson and Edward MoPher- 
son. Maryland has a Candidate for Doorkeeper. 
This will not suit the Western men. One of 
them to-day said: “There are no Middle States 
now. Everything east of the.AUeghanies is 
considered as distincuvely Eastern in Our vo- 
cabularies. We Westerners leok with disfavor 
upon the slate which has been arranged to give 
the Speakership to Maine, the Doorkeenership 
to Maryiand, and the Clerkship to Penney!- 
vania. Those are all Eastern States with us, 
and what is there to be left to the States which 
elect Presidents?’ 

Mr. Reed must expect to hear unpleasant 
things said of him by his adversaries. Oue of 
them, who has recentiy been in New-York, has 
stated that he saw a petition of business men, 
now being circulated there, in favor of putting 
wool on the tree list, or advocating an ad valo- 
rem duty. He says: ‘These business men are 
ali for Reed for Speaker. He represents the 
Eastern and New-England idea of free raw ma- 
terial, and is opposed to all our Western in- 
terests.” 

The candidate went on to say, further: “The 
Minneapolis papers are advocating Mr. Reed’s 
candidacy because he stands for the interests 
of the Twin Cities. That statement means that 
Reed is friendly to the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
road Company and adverse to the American 
Pacific Roads. Nevertheless he is backed by the 
Union Pacific, because the Union Pacitic mag- 
nates have large interests in the Canadian Pa- 
citic.”” 

These remarks indicate a tendency to consoli- 
date Westero sentiment against’ the New-Eng- 
landers, all of the other candidates hoping to 
profit by this sort of campaigning. He forgot 
to say, however, that the Pacifico Mail and other 
subsidy-favoring corporations aré understood 
to be behind another candidate, a Western man, 
and that that candidate hopes to find substan- 
tial help in Wall-street. 

The latest information tobe had about the fili- 
ing of the place left vacant on the Supreme 
Court bench by the death of Justice Stanley 


Matthews is to the effect that President Harri- 
son has reduced the list of candidates he is con- 
sidering Gown to four men, and that one of 
them will be chosen very soon. 

One of these is Henry P. Aitchcock of &t. 
Louis, and nis friends claim that he is the most 
likely winner. He is said to have the warm 
support of Secretary Noble and of Attorney 
General Miller, who is himself no longer thought 
of forthe place. The fact that Mr. Hitchcock 
was not a Biaine man in 1884 is supposed to be 
astrong poiutin his favor with the President. 

Judge David J. Brewer of Kansas and Alfred 
B. Brown of Michigan are two others who are 
declared to be in high favor with the President, 
while the fourth man on the list, despite some 
assertions to the contrary, is eaid to be ex-Sec- 
retary George F. McCrary of Iowa. Men who 
are deeply interested in the subject, and who 
have talked with the President about it, say 
that the new Associate Justice will be one of 
these fuur. 


' What the exact indicated horse power made 
by the Baltimore on her last trial was cannot 
be known until the indicator cards have all 
been worked up, and this will require several 
days. Such unofficial data as have thus far 
reached Washington go to show that 
the estimate of 9,500 horse power here- 
tofore made will prove very nearly cor- 
rect. The steam pressure at the engines was 
about 125, against 115.5 on the former trial, 
and the revolutions were 116.8 against 118 on 
the former trial.’ The decrease in the number 
of revolutions was due to the increase ir the 
pitch of the screws, from 20 to 21.5. Owing to 
the alterations made in the malin valves, it was 
possible to have a later cut-off, and itis pre- 
sumed that advantage was taken of this. 

With the aid of the auxiliary boilers, the in- 
itial steam pressure higher, the cut-off later, 
and the revoiutions nearly the same, the indi- 
cated horse power ought to be considerably 
above that of the former trial, leaving 
out of consileration greater speed, Tbe 
Bpeed record of 20.1 knots offi- 
cially reported, was obtained by adding 
3 per cent. for correction of the log to the act- 
ual record of 19.56 knots an hour shown by the 
log. There was some trouble from heating of 
the engines during the trial, ana they were 
kept continually flooded with water. In addi- 
tion to the engine room hose it was found neo- 
essary to connect a line of the fire hose. from 
sees deck and play on the low-pressure crank 
pins.

Secretary Windom’s attentiou wae calied this 
evening to a report that he had decided to with- 
draw $47,060,000 of public funds, now on de- 
posit with National banks.

It is“asserted by some persons that the ena- 
biing act, admitting the new States into the 
Union, repealed the pre-emption law. It is also 


said that Congress intended only to repeal the 
eighth section of the law, but instead repealed 
the entire law. *In the event that that is the true 
situation, the rights of all pre-emptors who 
have not made final proof are affected. 

A reporter asked Hepresentative Haxsbrough 
this evening what he thought would come of 
this reported unintentional repeal of the pre- 
emption law by the wording of the act admit- 
ting the new States. “Ido not know about 
it,” he said, “butI think no serious harm can 
come of it. It is merely a technical error, that 
will either not be taken account of by the de- 
parsons or willbe corrected at once when 

ongress meets. I do not think there can be 
any delay in correcting an error of that sort.”

A HOT FIGH! KXPEHOTED. 





IN THE ELECTION OF CITY OFFICERS 
IN ELIZABETH. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Nov. 18.—A hot contest 


will take place to-morrow night at the Demo- 


cratio primaries in every ward of this city over 
the election of delegates to the City Convention, 
which will be hela next Thursday afternoon, to 
piace in nomination a candidate for Mayor, and 


also to nominate four Chosen Freeholders, all of 


whom are to be elected for a term of two years. 


Sixteen Councilmen are aiso to be elected. 
Unusual interest is felt in the coming charter 

election because of the fact that the Democrats, 

who have held the Mayoralty for the past six 


years, Will this time have to select as their 


nominee a new and untried man. Dr. Greer, 


who has held the offivte six consecutive times, 
positively refuses to again be a candidate, aud 
the party leaders are ail at seaas to whom to 
nominate, out of the dozen candidates prom- 
inently mentioned for the place. 


The election of Freeholiers is alyo another 
bone of contention, there being a score of bona- 


tide aspirants all working With might and main 
for the places. 

It is thought that the Mayoralty struggle lies 
between Dr. David Schleimer, ex-Freeholder 
William M. Oliver, and ex-County Collector 
Patrick Sheridan. Oliver is the choice of the 
old American Democrats, Sheridan 1s pore 
among the Irish, while Schieimer, who is a He- 


brew, is strong with the Germans and ranks 
high in the Masonic fraternity. In the trian- 
gular tight now in full blast itis hard to pre- 
dict who will come out ahead, although there 
are strong indications thata coalition may be 
effected between the forces of Oliver and Sheri- 
dan, which will give the former the nomination. 

It will be no walk-over for any Democrat who 
may be selected, as he will be coufronted, from 
present indications, by John C. Rankin, Jr., as 
his Republican opponent. Mr. Rankin is the 
Well-kuown stationer of Cortlandt-street, New- 
York, and ex-President of the Elizabeth City 
Council. He has brains and ability, and as a 
practical politician has no superior in this city. 
He has been given the credit of forming, in pre- 
vious years, the successful combinations in the 
City Council which have given the control of 
the best offices to the Republicans. 

The Republican favorite has also plenty of 
the sinews of war with which to make an 
aggressive campaign. It is not improbable that 
he will overthrow the Democratic cae iy of 
1,000 which that party has in thecity. The 
purchasable element is strong jn the Demo- 
cratic wards, as-was only too plainly demon- 
strated at the late State election, when scores 
ot Voters sold themselves for a few paltry dol- 
lars. It is feared that the same scenes will be 
repeated at the approdching: election, Dec. 3, 
aud that the candidates who spend the most 
“poodle” will stand the best chance of election, 


VIRGINIA’S ELECTION LAW. 


THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM AGITATED 
AS A SUBSTITUTE. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 18.—Ex. Gov. Cameron 
of Petersburg, one of the warmest anti-Mahone 
Republicans in the State, when asked what he 
thought of substituting the Australian system 
for the present election laws of the State, said: 

«The Australian system seems to have worked 
well where triedin this country. The present 
electoral system in Virginia is so wretched that 
any change would be an improvement. But 
systems do not make results. I believe it was 


Pope who wrote: ‘For forms of Government 
let fools contest; that which is best adminis- 
tered is best.’ Soit is and ever will be with 
election laws. 

“Tdo not knowof any conference yet held 
among the anti-Mahone Republicans as to their 
future action. My own ides would be for the 
present to let well enough alone.” 

Many of the ablest and most influential Demo- 
crats in the State have already expressed them- 
selves in favor of reforming the present elec- 
tion laws of Virginia. It is believed that the 
agitation of this question is certain to result ip 
a radical change when the Legisiature meets 
here on Dec. 5. 


FOR BANK SUPERINTENDENT. 








THE CLAIMS OF FRANK CAMPBELL FOR 
THE APPOINTMENT. 


Batu, N. Y., Nov. 18.—Among the gentlemen 
who have been prominently mentioned for ap- 
pointment as Bank Superintendent, in place of 
Mr. Payne, who recently resigned; is Frank 
Campbell, a banker of this place. Mr. Camp- 
bell says that he has had no conversation with 
the Governor about the appointment of Bank 
Superintendent since last May; that he has not 
seen Gov. Hill nor written him since the elec- 


tion, nor bad any communication from him 
direct or indirect, and tpat he is making no 
effort whatever to secure the appointment, and 
has no information in regard to the Governor's 
intention. 

The Governor assured Mr. Campbell’s friends 
some time ago that, if he did not appoint a 
Tammany Hall man, he would appoint Mr. 
Campbell It is understood by Mr. Campbell’s 
friends that Chairman Murphy, Roswell P. 
Flower, Gen. George J. Magee. and W. F. 
Sheehan favor his aprointment. He is member 
of the Democratic State Committee for the 
Twenty-ninth District, which elected three out 
of four Democratic Assembly nominees, a re- 
sult, his friends claim, Which was largely due 
to his efforts. 





LORD STANLEY AND THE FISHERMEN. 

Orrawa, Nov. 18.—Lord Stanley, Governor 
General of the Dominion, and the Vice Regal 
party, will return to-morrow from a two 
months’ visit to the Northwest and British Col- 
umbia. On his arrival here the Goyernor will 
submit to the Cabinet the petitions he reeeiveda 
from the fishermen on the Pacific coast asking 
for a pressure of their claims against the Ameri- 
can Government for the seizure of Canadian 
vessels in Behring Sea. 

The Governor General will be busily ocoupied 
with affairs of state during the next month. 
The negotiations for a conference to settle the 
Behring Sea and Atlantic fishery questions have 
now advanced to such a stage that Lord Stan- 
ley’s duties will be greatly increased before the 
negotiators meet at Washington. * 





A BAD NIGHT FOR JEFFERSON DAVTIS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Nov. 18. — Jefferson Davis 
passed a very bad night. He was restless and 
feverish. As the day advanced, however, his 

ulse became nearly normal, his mind was 
clear, and he was in good spirits. A large num- 
ber of people called on him today, including a 
delegation of officers of the Confederate Veteran 
Associations, but none were allowed to see the 
sick man. Mrs. Davis declined to receive any 
caliers, remaiming constantly by her husband’s 
pedside. Dr. Chaille, attending physician, was 
diesatisfied with the symptoms developed dur- 
ing the night, and was quite reticent as to his 
opinion of the case.

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SECRETS OF MORMONISM 


7H#H CHURCH OF LATTER-DAY 
SAINTS ON TRIAL. 
MORE DISCLOSURES OF THE ENDOWMENT 
HOUSE MYSTERIES AND THZ OATHS 
TAKEN BY THE FAITHFUL. | 


SaLT LAKE City, Utah, Nov. 18.—Mormonism 
is still on trial here. The court room was 
packed with spectators all day long, and on the 
streets people gathered in small conclaves dis- 
cussing the situation. The consensus of Gen- 
tile opinion is that the proceedings are the 
death stab to Mormonism, and that Oongress 
must now take cognizance of the theocracy that 
has existed here for yeara anda weed it out, é 

The day was devoted to the examination of 
witnesses for the Mormon side of thecase. The 
severe cross-examination to which they were 
subjected drew out answers which strength- 
ened the Gentile cause materially. Dr. Rich- 
ards was the first witness, Hesaid he belonged 
to the Melchisedeo order of the Mormon 
priesthood. He: admitted that his arm was 
anointed in the Endowment House to avenge 
the blood of the prophet Joseph Smith, but he 
positively declined to say what were the penal- 
ties fora violation of any of the covenants 
made in the Endowment House. He admitted, 
however, that he understood the prophets 
Joseph and Hiram were included in the list 
of prophets whose blood he was to avenge if 
required, Witness then made the startling ad- 


x gee that he understood it to be a doctrine 
0 


the Church that if a man apostatized he 
should yield himself up voluntarily to be kilied 
for the atonement of that sin. It was tnought 
such a killing would be perfectly lawful, and 
that it would not be looked upon as murder, 


This was common talk in the year 1856, which 


was known as the Reformation period in Mor- 
mon history. 

Asked if he knew who the Church execution- 
ers were, he replied that he did not, but that he 
supposed if a man had so apostatized it was his 
duty to go to Presiuent Brigham Young, and he 
would appoint the executioner. 

The next witness was E. L. Harrison, an apos- 
tate of the Mormon Church. He was on the 
stand one hour and a half. He joined the 
Church forty years ago in Engiand, and was a 
member in good standing for twenty years. He 
received his endowments in 1863. He denied 
that any oath antagonistic to this Government 


was taken, On oross-examination he stated 


that he was excommunicated from the Church 
jn 1869. The cause for which he was cut off 
was his o positon. to that doctrine of the 
Church whic taught that the President con- 
trolled absolutely in all things, temporal as 
well as spiritual. These temporal airs, he 
said, includea matters politicai and social. He 
edited a paper in which he publicly opposed the 


Churoh in this matter, He advocated the open: 


ing of the mines, and Brigham Young was op- 
posed to this, fearing it would cause an influx 
of Gentile population, and in time would 
weaken the political power of the Church. It 
was decided at his excommunication that in 
order that @ man should be considered a good 
member of the Church he should obey the 
priesthood 1n ail things. 

Witness said he was in personal apprehension 
for his safety for a year or two after his excou- 
munication, and barricades his house now. He 
was afraid of overzealous Mormons. The n- 
alty for revealing the mysteries of the Enaow- 
ment House was death. A requisition was 
made in hlood that the. prophets should be 
avenged. His arm was anointed to make it 
strong to avenge the blood of the prophets if 
required. He met a Mormon once on the street, 
shorily after leaving the Church, who said: 
‘**There goes a scoundrel! who ought to be shot.” 

Witness said 1t was customary to denounce 
apostates by name in the Mormon Tabernacle. 
ln answer to peetene propounded by souge 
Anderson, presiding, witness stated that while 
he was a member of the church there was a 
fecling on the part of the members that this 
Government had persecuted them. He was not 
here at the time the reeords of this court were 
barned, There was.a feeling of hostility to the 
Government of the United States. It arose 
from the attempt of the United States officials 
to enforce the law against polygamy. There 
was a feeling that it was none of the Govern- 
ment’s business to oppose this practice, After 
the law of Congress of 1862 was passed men 
continued to go into polygamy with the con- 
sent of the authorities of the Church. This 
must have been so, for no man could go into 
polygamy without special permission trom tne 
President of the Church or those directly under 
him in authority. 

Evidence was then introduced tending to im- 
peach the testimony of one of the witnesses tor 
the Gentiles who had testified to a murder com- 
mitted by Danites twenty-seven years ago. 
The burden of the testimony was thatif such a 
murder was committed, although they, the wit- 
nesses, Were, with a large party, emigrants at 
the time of the alleged offense, they knew noth- 
ing of it, 

Lfhowas G. Webber, who is Superintendent of 
the Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile Institution, 
an establishmeut in this city which dues annual 
ly a business of from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000, 
was nextsworn. He was at one time a First 
Lieutenant of cavalry under Gen. McClellan, 
and served in the United States Army from 1857 
to 1863, When he cameto Uiah, He-refused to 
answer question as to whether he promised to 
avenge the blood of the prophets, and declined 
to state what pevalties were attached to a viola- 
tion of the obligations taken in the Endowment 
House. He stated that he was Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Zion’s Co-operative Mercantile 
Institution on July 4, 1885, when the United 
States flag was placed at halt mast on that and 
five other Mormon public buildings in this city. 
He was also a member of the City Council, and 
stated that although it was well known that the 
City Marshal half-masted the flag on the ‘City 
Hall on the day In question, he was neverin any 
way. publicly reprimanded by tne City Council, 
which was composed entirely of Mormons. 

The case wili be clused, so far as the testi- 
mony is concerned,«to-morrow wornibg, and 
then counsel will begin their arguments. 


METHODISTS -IN OONFERENOE, 

NEw-HAVEN, Nov. 18.—A special three days’ 
convention of the New-Haven and the New- 
York East’Districts was begun at the Firat 
Methodist Church this evening. About thirty- 
five preachers were present. Addresses were 
delivered by the Rey. Dr. Joseph Puilman of 
New-Britain and the Rev. Ichabod Simmons, 
one of the most widely-known members of the 
conference. Dr. Pullafan referred to the Cronin 
conspiracy as a “crack in our civilization, 
which will become a chasm if justice is, by po- 


litical influence, prevented.” Corruption of the 
ballot system is another serious crack, he said, 
which must be repaired while it is small 
enough.

TO BEAUTIFY THE PIER BEAOR. 

NARRAGANSETT PIER, R. L,Nov. 18.—The bath- 
ing beach at Narragansett Pier, always good, is 
to be improved next year in a manner that the 
patrons of this health-giving resort will warm- 
ly appreciate. 

The innovation, it is expected, will make 
bathing safe even when there is a heavy sea 
running. Last September at one time the surf 
rolled in upon the beach so heavily that a girl 
bather was knocked aown by it and severely 
seen in the fierce undertow before being res- 
cued.

THE FLOWER OF THE NAVY 


DEPARTURE OF THE SQUAD- 
RON OF EVOLUTION. 

THE NEW WAR SHIPS CHICAGO, AT- 

LANTA, BOSTON, AND YORKTOWN 

START ON THEIR EUROPEAN CRUISE. 


‘The United States started a squadron of cruis- 
ere out of this port yesterday the sole purpose 
of which, salling under the euphonious title of 
“ the Squadron of Evolution,” will be to demon- 
strate in a peaceable sort of a way to the rest 
of the world that the United States Govern- 
ment has a navy, or rather the nucleus of anavy. 

This evolutionary squadron is the first squad- 
ron of any name or condition that this country 
has been able to muster and eend off globe trot- 
ting for forty-one years, The event, therefore, 
was made an occasion of congratulation and 
display such as must have made the. thousands 
of plain citizens who watched the harbor 
manceuvres from the shores a bit prouder of 
their citizenship, 


The squadron is made up of the craigers 
Chicago, Atlanta, Boston, and Yorktown, the 
first-named being the flagship. Neither has 
ever been in European waters before, and every 
officer aboard/of each is a graduate of the 
Naval Academy, the old time, trained-in-the- 
service ** sea dogs” being entirely supplanted. 
Thus this squadron is essentially representa- 
tive of the new navy; and will present itself 
for the inspection of otber countries as such. 

When morning broke yesterday, even more 
misty and obiliy than mornings are wont to 
break at this season of the yeur, the squadron 
was at anchor in the North River. The speedy 
cruiser Dolphin was also in the stream for the 
accommodation of Secretary of the Navy Tracy 
and the distinguished gentlemen he had person- 
ally invited to go down the bay with the squad- 
ron and give its departure official dignity. 
Spread out in line of squadron, with their steel 
hulls painted @ spotiess white, their rigging 
new and resplendent, and surrounded in every 
way with an air of thorough discipline, the 
a ships made a very imposing navai 

s Ve 

At 10 o’olock preparations for departure com- 
menced. The steam launches of the cruisers 
made frequent wie to the foot of West Twenty- 
third-atreet to take abvard officers who had 
staid ashore Over night. Aboard the Boston 
the returning ones were welcomed with especial 
tervor. Three cadets had staid on shore. 
One of the three was never to return, but the 
shipmates of the unfortunate could not tell 
which one until the other two returned, All 


that was known was that a cadet had, at 6:30 


o'clock Sunday evening, approached Peter 


Bagley and Pierre Britt, two young wharf rats, 
who were loafing around the foot of West 
Twenty-second-street, and asked them to get a 
boat and row him off to the United States 
steamer Boston. The boys stole a boat froma 
near-by float. They curried no light, and when 
in midstream the steamboat Georgo B, Starr 


ra them down, The two boys wore resoued by 
a boat from the Boston. The cadet’s body sank 
immediately. 

The officers of the Boston could not identify 
the unfortunate from the meagre description 
furnished by the boys. Whenthe absentees re- 
turned yesterday and the roli was calied all an- 
awered to their names except Cadet G W. Kirk. 
His body has not yet been found. He Was w re- 
cent graduate of Annapolis and this would have 
been his firat cruise. His homeisinlowa. ‘The 
two boys were taken to Jefferson Market Court. 
They were remanded, but will undoubtedly be 
discharged, as the owner of the boat they ap- 
propriated refuses to appear against them. 

The iaunch of the Dolphin carricd some dis- 
tinguished passevgers avoard. Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Robeson, with a face as ruddy and a 
form as portly as a blooming British bond- 
bolder, went off accompanied by Rear Admiral 
Gherardi, commander of the orth Atlantic 
squadron, and his staff. Secretary of the Nav 
Tracy embarked in a most seamanlike manne 
with ex-Secretary of the Navy Whitney. As 
they left the shore the Secretary’s_ salute of 
nineteen guns was tired by the eruiser, and the 
Secretary's tlag, a blue field bearing ap anchor 
and four stars, was run upon the Dolphin. All 
of the cruisers carriea the United. States flag, 
and there was a confusing changing of rank 
ensigus as the various dignitaries arrived. 
Among those aboard the Dolphin, the guests of 
the Government, were: 

Congressman William A. Hurlburt, Chairman 
of the Naval ee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives; ex-Congréssman John R. Thomas of 
Tlijpois, ex-Congressman H. Wells Rusk of 
Brooklyn, Gen. O. O. Howard and staff, com- 
manding the Department of the Atiantic; Gen. 
I. 8. Catlin, ex-Minister to Beriin Kasson, Rear 
Admiral D, L. Braine, Commandant Brooklyn 
Navy Yard; Capt. T. F. Kane, Capt. T. 8. 
Beardslee, Lieut. E. B. M. Mason, and H. B. 
Polbemus. 

Soon after 11 o’clock the Chicagoran upa 
blue and red pennant, which told the otuer 
cruisers to get under way. They started up 
stream, the Chicago leading, followed by the 
Atlanta, Boston, and Yorktown, Off the Wee- 
hawken Ferry they turned and came down the 
stream, in line of squadron, to be reviewed by 
the party aboard the Dolphin, which had re- 
mained at anchor. Capt. Clover of the Dolphin 
stood on the bridge with Secretary Tracy and 
ex-Secretaries Whitney and Robesun. Conter- 
no had thirty musicians on deck, who played 
“When Jonuny Comes Marching Home,” 
a Columbia,” aud patriotic and inspiring 
airs. 

48 soon as the Chicago came up to the re- 
viewing line the guns of the receiving ship Min- 
nesota, anchored at Twenty-third-street, sent 
Ttortuh thirteen ** bombs,” the Rear Admiral’s 
saiute. On the bridge of the Chicago were 
Acting Rear Admirai John G. Walker, Naval 
Aid Lieut. Sidney A. Staunton, and Fleet Cap- 
tainand Commander Capt. Henry B. Robe- 
son. An exchange of greetings passed between 
these and the reviewing Secretary und ex-Sec- 
Tretaries of the Navy, and the marines drawn 
up along the rail of the Chicago presented 
arms. ‘hen came the Atlanta, with Command- 
er Capt. John A. Howell, Lieut, Commander 
A. R. Condon, and Lieuts. N. E. Niles, George 
E. Calhoun, George H. Peters, and H. 8. Knapp 
on the bridge. The Boston came next, and on 
her bridge were Capt. James O’Kune, Lieut. 
Commander Harry Knox, and Lieuts. Wain- 
wright, Kellogg, Hamuiltun, Hutchins, Rash, 
and Lioyd. The Yorktown brought up the rear, 
and the officers who guve the reviewing salute 
from her bridge were Coinmander F, E, Chad- 
wick, Lieut. H. G. O, Colby, exevutive officer, 
and Lieuts. Bradbury, Caldweil, Fullam, Win- 
terhalter, and Smith. 


During the review Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy and ex-Secretary Whitney were holding 
@ sort of a mutual admiration society meeting. 
Ex-Secretary Robeson did not just seem to be 
in it. Mr. Tracy and Mr. Whitney seemed as 
pleased as two school girls at commencement. 
As the beautiful cruisers went by they would 
point to them with an air of pride and then in- 
duige in a sort of we-built-them handshake, 
They waved their hats to the departing officers 
in a fatherly sort of a way, and altogether act- 
ed as might an inventor when for the first time 
he saw his inventien’s beauvy and utility pub- 
licly demonstrated. ; 

As s00n a8 the review was over the Dolphin 
got under headway and followed the squadron 
down the river, From Governor’s Isiand the 
Rear Admiral’s salute of thirteen guns was 
tired, and was answered by the Dolphin. Forts 
Hamilton and Wadsworth both sent forth sa- 
lutes, which the Dolphin answered. All the 
way down theriver and bay homage was paid 
to the departing cruisers, Ferryboats, tugs, 
and steamers tooted and flags were run up on 
sailing craft. Thesesalutes, according to naval 
etiquette, could not be noticed by any return, 
but they were welcome none the less. - 

It was intended that the Dolphin should ac- 
company the squadron down to Fire Istand, but 
secretary Tracy said be was afraid the rough 
sea might disturb his stomach. Off Hospitai 
Island, therefore, the Dolphin stopped and ran 
up flags signaling: 

* Good-bye. Good luck.” 

As the cruisers went by they ran up as an 
answering signal: 

**Good-bye. Thank you.” r 

Then they forged ahead with such speed that 
the mist soon shut them out from view. Owing 
to the bad weather outside, they dropped 
anchor just inside of Sandy Hook. The cruise 
is booked to last for nine months; but it is quite 
as likely to last two or three years. No definite 
programme has been arranged. Acting Rear 
Adwiral Walker can act at his discretion, So 
tar as known about the following route will be 
gone over: ° 


The ships f° from here to Boston, and stay there 
about a week. The squadron is to be visited there 
by the members of the International Maritime Kx- 
hibition, and possibly, wo, by the members of the 
Pan-American Congress. Boston people say that 
they are going to have a big time when the naval 
officers. vome there, and hospitalities lasting about 
two months have already been proposed. Then the 
sguadron goes to Lisbon, Portugal, touching, possi. _ 
by. at the Azores. Besides Lisbon the easadren 
will probably go to other Portuguese and Spanish 
ports. and then to Marseilles, Nice, Naples, Mal 
and Alexandria. In the Spring the cruisers wil 
poms. sail for Brest, ops eager at all the leading 
French, Garman, and English ports. Besides the 
“evolutions’’ the crews will be worked hard at the 
usual drills with small arms, armed boats, torpe- 
does, Machine guns, and so forth. It will be no pic- 
nic excursion by any means. 


There is astrong desire that the squadron ba 
sent to South American States, as such a cruise 
would help to attain the results hoped to come 
from the Pan-American Congress. This cruise 
will probably be undertaken immediately after 
the kuropean cruise, After leaving the squad- 
ron the Dolphin steamea back to New-York at 
@ fourteen-knot speed. A dinnér was served to

PURPOSE OF THE SQUADRON. 


THIS TRIP WILL CHANGE THE FOREIGN 
IDEA OF AMERICAN WAR SHIPS. 


The squadron of evolution represents, with 
the exception of two vessels, the combined 
force of commissioned war ships known as the 
new navy. It also represents a higher degree 
of excellence than can be found in any otper 


known squadron composed of cruisers of simi- 


lar tonnage displacement. The fleet ie pre- 
eminentiy American and will excite the curios- 
ity, if not the wonderment, of all foreign powers 
under whose observation it may come. 

‘When tne opinion became well grounded in 


this country about five years ago that the 


naval establishment was altogether too inade- 
quate to meet the needs of the Government, an 
attempt was made to ascertain how well pre- 
pared were American shipbuilders to under- 
take the construction of a ftleef of war vessels 
possessing size, power, and efficiency compati-. 
ble with the times. It was learned that, with 
the exception of two firms, no shipbuild- 
ing yards in the United States were equal to 
the work required, and even in the case of those 
firms 1t was found necessary to suppiy the ma- 
terial from foreign iron and steel works. The 
shipbuilding industry in this country had sunk 
to itslowest.ebb, To attempt the rehabilita- 


tion ol this f.dustry was a task of herculean 
proportions, but Congress, spurred on by popu- 
lar sentiment and sided by an alert ana intelil- 
gent administration of the Navy Department, 
has not only been able to afiord shipbuilders 
work that enabled them to provide themselves 
with the proper facilities, but the iron and steel 
producing firms have been put in such acon- 


dition that the heaviest of forgings for ship- 


building can be produced without recourse to 
foreign sources. 

The tirst vessels ordered for the new navy 
were the dispatch vessel Dolphin and the 
cruisers Chicago, Boston, and Atlanta. John 
Koach of Cheater, Peun., obtained the contracts 
for all of these vegsels. Tue Dolphin was the 
first vesse! to putin an appearance, and read- 
é6rs Will undoubtedly recall the vain attempts 
to kill this vessel through claims of ‘structural 
weakness, lack of speed as called for in the 
contract,” &c. Tne Dolphin was taken on 
trial trips off Cape atteras, where in 
the Winter season she was subjected to all 
the violence of a fierce gale, with the result 
that her strength was proved beyond a doubt. 
With the launch of the Chicago, Atlanta, and 
Boston commenced the fitting out of the new 
war ships, and at the same time the issuing of 
contracts for still other vessels, more improved 
in design, More powerful in armament, and 
with supposed greater efficiency than even the 
duach cruisers. 

Up to the present day twenty new war ships are 
either in commission, launched, or in eourse of 
construction, while naval chiefs are busily en- 
gaged preparing pDians and designe for still oth- 
ers already, appropriated for. The Dolphin was 
put in commission a little more than two years 
azo, and since that time has made a cruise 
around the world. The Boston and Atlanta have 
each seen about two years’ service, while the 
Chicago is now starting out on her initial oruise. 

Theidea of sending abroad this fleet of new 
war ships was not a suddenly-formed idea, nur 
was it the outcome of any imperative demand 
that aforce of such a showing was urgently 
needed in European waters. For years foreign- 
ers have Deen accustomed to see the American 
flag tly from autiquated wooden snips—hanu- 
some craft many of them, but tetally unfit 
to engage in active service at the present time. 
The recalling of many of the ola wooden ships 
home for repairs of late had left nearly ali the 
cruising stations short of American Vessels, It 
was at first contemplated to send the different 
vessels of the new navy to foreign stations as 
fast as compieted, but Commodore Walker 
thought that by sending ali the avail- 
able ships to urope together a much 
betier impression would be produced.

With this force of ships itis intended to show 
Europe that the United States is able to build 
ships of war equal in point of efficiency to 
anything that can be built abroad; and as tujthe 
armament, it is already understood in foreign 
military aod naval circles that the new ord- 
nance rifles of the American Navy have attained 
initial velocities for projectiles equal to some 
of the very best atisinments of foreign 
production. But the most potent argu- 
ment for sending the fleet abroad is 
the tactical lessous that will be deduced from 
the operations of a fleet of modern cruisers act- 
Ing 12 company. An opportunity will be pre- 
sented to the officers of the squadron to 
acquaint themselves with the very latest op- 
erations in naval warfare by virtue of the 
facilities presented in the equipment of the 
ditterent ships. Then, tvo, the rival- 
ry excited between the individual craft 
stimulates men to the performance of 
work not likely to result when a ship 1s oper- 
ating alone. To drill and manceuvre in the 
sight of foreigners, and under the very guns of 
foreign squadrons ana forts with the eyes of 
toreign military critics constantly upon them 
will tend to keep the discipline ana condition 
of the crews of the American ships in the very 
highest etate of efficiency.

PROMISES OF THE NEW KE: 

PUBLIO'S RULERS. 

CLAIMING THE ADHERENCE OF ALL THI 
PROVINCES—ALL THE EMPIRE’3 CON- 
TRAOTS TO BE FULFILLED-—THE DE- 
POSED EMPEROR. 

Rro JANEIRO, Nov. 18.—The cify awoke Fri- 
day to hear the republic proclaimed. Gen. da 
Fonseca, Senhor Constant,and others proceeded 
to Petropolis in the morning and informed the 
Emperor that he had been dethroned. 

Dom Pedro, supported by his family, received 
the deputation with absolute composure. Gen. 
da Fonseca was the spokesman. He said that 
Brazil had advanced far enough in the path of 
civilization to dispense with the monarchy. The 
country, while grateful to the Emperor for his 
patriotic services, was firmly resolved to rec 
ognize only the republic. 

Dom Pedro made a dignified reply. He de- 
clined to abdicate, but said he would yield ta 
force. : 

The imperial family wore allowed one hour to 
prepare for theirdeparture. Carriages, escorted 
by soldiers, were waiting to take them to the 
outer harbor, where a man-of-war was lying 
under steam. The captain had been instracted 
to sailas soon as the imperial family had em- 
barked. 

The Captain of this vessel had received sealed 
orders instructing him what route to take. It 
is supposed that Lisbon is the destination of 


the vessel, 

The new Government has announced tnat it 
will firmly maintain order. 

Itis preparing a circular to foreign Govern- 
ments relative to the overthrow of the empire 
which will be telegraphed to them through the 


Brazilian representatives abroad. 

The province of Bahia has signified tts adhe- 
rence to the republic. News from the other 
provinces shows that they are also in favor of a 
republican form of Government. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, Nov. 18, via Galveston.— 


Dom Pedro and the imperial tamily lett yester- 
day for Lisbon in the steamer Alagoas, which 
Was escorted on the Brazilian coast by the 
Riachuelo. 

Senbor Patrocinio has been imprisoned for con- 


spiring against the republic, 


The Governors named by the Provisional 


Government are all military men. 
The five articles of the Government decree 
are: 


First—The republic is prociaimed. 
Second—Tfhe provinces of Brazil, united br 


federation, compose the United States of Brazil, 

Thira—Each State will form its own local 
Government. ° 

Fourth—Each State will send a representa- 
tive to the Congress, which will convene short- 
ly, and the final decision of which the pro- 
visional Government will await. 

Fiyih—Meantime the Governors of the States 
will adopt means to maintain order snd protect 
the citizens’ rights. The nation’s internal and 
external relations will be represented mean- 
while by the provisional Government. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Dr. Barboza, the new 
Brazilian Minister of Finance, has telegraphed 
to the Brazilian Minister here to the following 
effect: 

“The Government is constituted as the United 
States of Brazii. The monarchy is deposed, 
and Dom Pedro and his famiiy have Ieft the 
country: The provinces have signified their 
adhesion to the Government Tranquillity and 
general satisfaction prevail. The republic will 
strictly respect all State engagements, obliga 
tions, and contracts.” 

The Minister was also requested to notify the 
London Stock Exchange that all financial en- 
gagements entered into by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment will be faithfully observed by the Re- 
public, This dispatch, it is thought, will nave a 
reassuring effect in commercial and financial 
circles. 

Some reassurance was neéded, for Braziliau 
securities fell 5 per cent. on the London Stock 
Exchange to-day. Itis difficult to effect trans- 
actions in these securities. Banks and private 
tinanciers holding Brazilian bonds have, how- 
ever, largely refused to sell. Tnis action has 
prevented a panic. 

Dispatches received here this afternoon from 
Rio Janeiro reiterate the statement previously 
telegraphed that the proclamation of the re- 
public met with no opposition. The latest in- 
telligence received at Rio Janeiro indicated 
that Babia and Pernambuco were in a state of 
tranquillity. People everywhere are 60 much 
absorbed in the new order of things, politically, 
that business is at a complete standstill. 

Commercial dispatches are forwarded from 
Brazil to foreign countries without scrutiny of 
delay. All dispatches, however, relating to the 
political situation or giving any information in 
regard to the new Government have to be sub- 
mitted to the Censor, The result of this is that 
the only intelligence about the revolution hick 
has reached the outside world, except the very 
meagre facts that have got through in the com- 
mercial telegrams in cipber, is that whieh has 
met the approval of the Government censor 
ship. 

The Duke of Nemours, father of Count @’Eu, 

son-in-law of Dom’ Pedro, the exiled Emperor 
of brazil, has telegraphed to the Queen at Bal- 
moral that the Emperor and his family em- 
barked at Rio Janeiro without being subjected 
to any disagreeable experiences. 
LIsBon, Noy. 18.—A number of private tele- 
grams received to-day from Rio Janeiro differ 
as to the name of the steamer which is convey- 
ing Dom Pedro to this port. They state, how- 
ever, that the Emperor was the object of sym- 
pathetic demonstrations both on the part of the 
people and the Provisional Government. 


CoLOGNE, Nov. 18.—The Cologne Gazette, al- 
luding to German interests in Brazil, says: “A 
great part of the population of Southern Brazil 
is faithfully attached to the Fatherland and 
cherishes German traditions. It is hardly likely 
that the republic will sueceed in saving ths 
enormous State from chaos. The political des- 
tiny of Southern Brazil has special claims upon 
German interests and sympathies. It may 
therefore seriously affect German relations 
with Brazil.” 


VIENNA, Nov. 18.—The Brazilian Minister 
here states that Gen. da Fonseca, when in- 
trusted; with the command of the garrison at 
Rio Janeiro, became fired by the example set 
by Gen. Boulanger, and conceived the idea of 
seizing the Government. 

He gave nightly receptions to the officers ana 
commiserated them on the miserable pay 
which they received. He promised that they 
should receive an advance if the mo2zarchy were 
abolishea. Tne officers talked with the men and 
pointed out that their pay was in arrears, while 
the throne swallowed the money. 

This becoming known, the Prime Minister ad- 
vised the Emperor to mcrease the pay of the 
officers. Dom Pedro consented to do this on 
condition that the garrison was changed. But 
the Prime Minister, knowing this to be impos- 
sible, allowed the matter to drop. 

Thus the situation rested till Thursday night, 
when Gen. da Fonseca stationed bodies of 
troops in every part of the city in readiness for 
the revolution.

0: another delegate. xe o to New- 
fork tn connection with his off Sities. Mr, 
Poreira, the third Brazilian delegaté, remained 
at home because he does not speak Tngheb. 
and did not care to attend the Congress without 
Dr. Valente. 

The delegates have had no consultation whsat- 
ever concerning their course as members of the 
congress, and it is uncertain in what manner, if 
at all, the change of Government in Brazil wilt 
afieet- their reiatiens te the congress. ae AN 
they have had no Official, or even semi-oiticial, 
notice that the Government which sent them 
here has to exist. —— Valente has 
not resigned. If he wished to do so just now 
it would puzzle him to know to whom to aa- 
dress his resignation. He has not been notified 
of any change of Government, and he remains 
the daly a ted representative of Brazil in 
the United States. 

The news that Dom Pedro had left Brazil un- 
der per escort was not much of a surprise to 
the Brazilians here, for it was regarded as a 
perfectly natural outcome of the situation, as 
reported in the dispatches from Rio de Janeiro, 
nor was any surprise felt over the announce- 
ment that the Emperer had received a band- 
some sum of ready money and the promise of 
an apnual allowance of 0,000. This was re- 
garded as Mimply euch an act of justice as 
mighs be expected from whoever was in power 
in Brazil. 


Dr. Vaiente sald to-day that it was a fact that 
Dom Pedro was not aman of wealth Hehad 
always been liberal with his income, and spent 
very large sums in charities and in other benevo- 
lent ways. For example, he had for years paid 
the expenses of worthy young men who went to 
Europe to complete t eir education of to fit 
themselves for special pursuits, and he was 
constantly paying out money in gomior way 
at home. Jt was only right tr, Valente 
thought, that Brazil should see that his income 
was not cut off. 

Little credence is given by Brazilians bere to 
the report that all the provinces, including 
Bahia, have already given n thei adherence to 
the new Government. This doubt is dre not so 
much to a belief that the provinces will not con- 
sent te the ehange to the fact that there has 
not been time enough since the revolution for 
news of the ocourrence to reach all the proy- 
inces, to say nothing of the return me 63%. 
The various eoast provinces are within easy 
reach of each other by telegraph, but it takes a 
long time to reach the interior previnees, with 
whieh t is neither telegraph nor rail eon- 
nection. 

It is not believed, for instance, that the peo- 
ple of Matto Gresso have yet jearned of the 
revolufion. How they could do so and conid 
send back hal allegiance to the Government 
in the short time since the outbreak is a problem 
to those who know how long it takes to travel 
from Rio de Janeiro to Matto Grosso, 

Bahia, which, it is definitely asserted, has sig- 
nified its adherence 10 the republic, is a three 
days’ voyage by steamer from Rio de Janeiro, 
but it has direct pelographie connection, It is 
said by Minister Valente to be one of the most 
important of the Brazilian provinces, and it has 
furnished many men who have been prominent 
in affairs of Government. Some of the aetive 
men in the present revolution are from Bahia. 

Minister Valente retains his entire contidence 
that whatever may be the outcome of the up- 
rising, there will be no bloodshed in Brazil, 
The quiet acquiescence of Dom Pedro in the 
order to leave the country is pointed to as an 
evidence of the peacefulness of the situation, 
“and,” said Dr. Valente, “nobody in Brazil 
wants to fight.” 

He added that the people there had so long 
enjoyed liberty of speech that nobody’s ears 
were shoeked by the utterance of sentiments of 
opposition to the empire. There was no bitter- 
ness of feeling between men of ditierent polit- 
ica) ideas, Conservatives and Liberals mingling 
just as Republicans and Democrats fraternize 

un this country. There might be some riotin 
bere and there, but in all parties the uppermos 
feeling was for peace. 


WATCHING OUR INTERESTS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—There was much dis- 
cussion atthe Navy Department to-day of the 
report that Admiral Walker’s squadron of 
evolution might be ordered to Brazil. It is sup- 
posed thas the Richmond and the Tallapoosa, 
both of which were at Montevideo at last ac- 


eqgat are now on their way to Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 

Commodore Bomneny. the Acting Secretary of 
the Navy, said to-day he did not believe, in 
Wiew of the apparently quiet state of affairs in 
Brazil, that it wouid be necessary to send more 
veasels there. He did not think the Secretar 
had any intention of sending down any of Ad- 
mirai Walker's ships. They were, however, 
about the only vessels that could be atarted o 
at once, Me if it shouid be thought necessary 
temporarily to reinforce Admiral Gillis, the 
Boston and the Yorktown would probably be the 
vessels selecte The Dolphin might be sent 
down, but she could not well be spared from 
the heme station when so many oid ships are 
laid up for repaira. 

It is thought by naval officers that unless 
later dispatches from Brazil indicate that the 
revolution has not been as peaceful as at first 
reperted Admiral Walker's fieet will be detained 
at Boston until affairs become so quiet as to 
give Sprnrenees that more vessels will not be 
neeas

THE BRAZILIAN CONSUL GENERAL HERE 
HAS HEARD NOTHING FROM HOME. 


The Brazilian Consul General, Salvador de 
Mendonca, came from Washington yesterday 
and paid a fiying visit to his office, 41 Staie- 
street. He agid that he had heard nothing new 
trom Rio, but that the details of his office would 
be continued as usual until the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment shonid orderachange. He also said 
that the Brazilian delegates to the Pan-Ameri- 
ean Congress had not received a line of any 
kind from the now Government. They were 
not surprised at this, however, as the Govern- 
ment was probably too busy to be sending out 
news. When the Government got ready todo 
so it probably would make an official communi- 
cation. : 

As a delegate to the Pan-American Congress, 
Senhor Mendonca said that neither he nor the 
other Brazilian delegates would officially attend 
the meetings of that body until they had re- 
ceived some definite instructions from the home 
Government. The reason for this wus that the 
powers of special representatives cease with 
@ change of Government. This, however, 
does aoe apply to the regular_representatives. 
Senhor Mendonca returned to Washington yeé- 
terday afternoon on the 3:20 train. 

Amoug the merchants trading with Brazil and 
in Brazilian products, everything was quiet 
yesterday. There was a general expectancy 
but they afl reported that they had had no 
newg during the day, The universal opinion 
wae that there would be no further trouble in 
Brazil and that trade would resame its wonted 
channels and condition in a few days. 

At the office of Charles %, Flint Co. it 
was said that exchange on Rio and Para ws 
nominaland that trade was necessarily a 
standsuil. The banks would not buy bills of 
exchange under the prieiing political con- 
ditions, and therefore ships which were read 
to sail from Brazilian ports were detained. ft 
could not be said how long this condition of 
affeirs would continue. 

The steamship Advance of the Brazilian Mall 
Line will gail for Rio Janeiro to-morrow after- 
noon, the time originally set for her departure. 
The agents of the live say that their business 
has been in no way affected by the news of the 
revolution in Brazil. On Saturday there were 
a few inquiries as to wlrether freight contracts 
tto Rio Janeiro could be cancelled, but yesterday 
the shippers seemed pptieped to jet their freight 
goto the Brazilian capital. None of the pas- 
sengers booked for the Advance had backed out.

As our forefathers when nature’s children of 
the forest in pursuit of game around the coun- 
oil fire in simpleity did give praise and thanks 
to the Great Spirit in their, yearly mystic 
* green-corn dance” for the return of His great 
gift to them—the “indian” corn—now to-day, 
as a Christian nation of people, it is but meet 
that the Cherokee people should give thanks to 
the Christian’s Goa for his continued protection 


of our tribe in the enjoyment of their Govern- 
ment and homes, and that. through the many 
trials we have been eompelled to pass, He has 
centinued to bless our people. . 

Itis but proper that wé, as a nation, should 
Dause and give earnest thanks t) God that we 
have been Aye to live in the enjoyment of 
this life and the peace and prosperity that sur- 
rounds us. 

Now, therefore, I, J. B. Mayes, Principal Chief 
of the Cherokee Nation, do issue this, my procla- 
mation, to the Cherokee people, asking that you 
set apart Thursday, the 28th day of November, 
as a day of thanksgiving; that you assembie at 
your usual places ot worship and give thanks to 
God and beseech Him to bless us once more and 
Shiela us from the dangers that surround us, 
and earnestly ask Him to let us live, as other 
nations and States around us, in the full enjoy- 
ment of the gifts that He haa given us.

He did not summon 
him heeause of his opinion, but because of the 
statement that every fifth man on the force was 
@ Soolalist. This he knew to be untrue, and 
the hisotry of the department since the riots of 
1863 is asufficient answer to such a slander. 
Capt. Reilly said that Tims had been frequently 
calied upon to deal with mobs and had always 
done his duty and been as severe as other S8er- 
geants. 

Tims said his personal opinions on the social 
question were in the line of Henry George’s 
teachings and liberal. They did not interfere 
with his duty asa police officer, He had always 
condemned Socialism, Communism, and An- 
archy, and would use his club as freely as any 
other officer in the defense of property or per- 
sons against the disciples of Most and Sheviteh.

The meeting itself lasted’ from 4 o'clock until 
11.P. M., with a short recess in the evening for 
allexcept the tellers, who were. counting tho 
votes. Until nearly 8 o’clock, when the polis 
closed, the attendance was larger than at any 

ormer meeting of the company. It was also 
nearly as interesting as any of its ecessors. 
The saree hours preceding adjournment yen e- 
sented, however, hardly more than half the 
time given by the “Colonel” yesterday to the 
affairs of the company. When he awoke in the 
morning he was still several hundred votes short 
of feeling secure. He came down town braced 
for a herculean effort, for something heroic was 
demanded of him if he was to secure the 120 
sbares on which he had fixed his desires, be- 
longing to J. H. De Mott.

But Mr. De Mott was understood to have suf- 
fered financial reverses since that opinion was 
expressed.

ing him 75 cash for his stock. In Mr. De Mott’s 
opinion of yesterday 75 cash was much better 
than an assessment of 95 per cent., even with

J. Garum,who acted as usher, 
seated his friends with a fine appreciation of 
artistic effect, and when the meeting opened, 
the scene from the speakers’ platform was as 
picturesque and at the same time as pififul a 
one 4s this city has ever held, 

The front rows of chairs were occupied by 
the aged, the blind, and the crippled men of the 
party, including the blind negro organ grinder 
that thousands of people in the lower wards 


know as Old Blind John,’ and behind them 
came row after row of swarthy faces, each 
marked with an expression of the most eager 
expectancy. 

The patriarch of the meeting was Giovanni 
Galassa of 260 Bleecker-street, whose tremen- 
dous white beard, watery eyes, and shaking 
fingers attested his sixty-séven years. Near him 
Bat Vincenzo Rapzio, a young man of thirty, 
who lost bis right legina blasting accident 
two years ago. He said that he and nis partner 
made about $2 aday on an average, and that 
he could keep his wife and little ones on hig 
share and save a little money, too, but every 
cent over their bare living expenses had to be 
put by toward paying off the debt on his organ, 
apd (with a littie — he had not eaten much 
the last few days. He lives in Harlem, but had 
not enough money for car fare, s0 he had hop- 
bled down to the meeting on his crutches. 

The meeting was called to order at 8:30 
o’clock by Johp Cavagnaro, a Centre-street ma- 
chinist, who bolatered up Lis countrymen’s feel- 
ings by saying that the Aldermen would be 
forced at their meeting to-day to give the organ 
grinders the freedom of the atreets again. 

“If they don’t,” said he, * let them, especiall 
the men from the Second, Third, and Fourt 
Districts, look out. Our vote is worth something 
now, , 

Ex-Assemblyman Oliver assured his hearers 
(in English) that he was with them in their 
fight, He said he enjoyed hand-organ music, 
and hoped he would hear lots more of it before 
he died. He belisved firmly that they would 
be given their old privileges again, ana advised 
eyery one of them to go to the City Hall to-day. 

Speeches were made in the same tenor by 
Aimerico Terenzini and Luigi Canale, ani the 
following committee was appointed to lead the 
organ grinders tothe Aldermanic Chamber to- 
day: Luigi Ginocchio, Giovanni Mezzio, Giu- 
sores Mollinari, Luigi Olieca, Charles Morello, 
John Cavagnuro, and Giovanni Arvangnoli. 

“Old Blind John,” the negro organ grinder, 
who gave real name with much unction as 
William &* Howard Tebeau, spoke bitterly 
against the ordinance. 

* Here I am,” he sald, “an old soldier whose 
blindness was cauaed by a wound received while 
on duty in the Fitteenth Massachusetts under 
Col. Hitchcock at Fort Pickens, Florida, and I 
have wy only means of livelihood taken away 
from me by a setof men who were most ot 


them out of the country during the clvil war.” / 





TKAMP RUBBERS ARRESTED. 
TWENTY-ONE CAPTURED NEAR READ- 
ING, PENN. 


READING, Penn., Nov. 18.—Twenty.one mem- 
bers of the tramp outlaw gang which has for 
months been perpetrating systematic robberies, 
burglaries, and barn burnings in this section, 
were captured during the past week, in addition 
to the sixteen arrested the week before. The 


outrages hereabouts, however, are not checked, 


for nine more burglaries haye been added to 
the already long List. 

On Thursday night Detective Smith of Allen- 
town, with a squad of officers, made a raid on a 
rendezvous of the gang near the Lehigh Far- 
nace, just below the city, and surprised fifteen of 
the band, three of whom are desperate burglars 
quite well known to the police. They made an 
attempt at resistance, but six pairs of loaded 


revolvers compelled them to surrender. A 
big stock of stolen property was recoy- 
ered, and the outlaws were Jodged in 
jail safely. The day before, Constgble 
Struble captured Frank Biffle, alfas Builey, and 
William Lorah, charged with highway robbery 
and burglary committed in the centre of this 
city two weeks ago. Three other members of 
the outlaw gang were captured during a driving 
rain by Special offieérs from Lebanon in a box 
car, Rear the Lebanon furnaces, into which 
they had crawled for shelter, and two others 
were caught in the city by Officer Sattagahn. 

Merkel’ & Rothermel’s general store at the 
settlement known as Yellow House was robbed 
on Friday of $400 worth of goods, jron.bars be- 
ing uséd to force open the doors. J. H. Long’s 
residence at Pinegrove ‘was entered and 
stripped of its valuables, and Mrs. EK. 
Florence Lineaweaver’s eresidence at Potts- 
ville was broken into the same . night 
and thoroughly ransacked. At Shanes- 
ville William Reichert, Harrison Wolfang, 
and Israel Keim are sufferers from similar 
burglaries, while at Schuylkill Haven the latest 
victims are John Kanaffman, C. B. Palsgrove, 
and Henry Wessner, whose losses are all severe.

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A NEW OHURCH BOR BOSTON. 


AN EPISCOPAL EDIFICE TO BE ERECTED 
IN THE BACK BAY DISTRICT. 


Boston, Nov, 18.—Another new Episcopal 
church is soon te be added ta the large and 
costly collection in the Back Bay District. The 
parishioners connected with the Church of the 
Messigh haye long felt the need of increased 
accommodations, which could not be secured 
by building additions, as the chureh -is 
now s0 situated that there is literally 
not an ineh of extra room which its 
people could utilize. Therefore the propo- 
sition whieh was made by the people 
resident on and near that part of the Back Bay 
which is bounded by the Boston and,Albany 
Railroad, the Boston and Providence Railroad, 
and the Back Bay fens, that they conjointly 
erect a place of worship, was warmly received 
and promptly responded to. In avery short 
time $20,000 wag pledged by subscribers to 
the list, and two single gifts of $10,000 
each will be added to the sum before 
the time designated for the closing of 
the list, Dec. 1. The Churoh of the Messiah, 
which will be practically moved to the new loca- 
tion, has agreed to contribute toward the build- 
ing of the new church the whole net value or 
proceeds of ita present real astate, assessed for 
"more than $20,000, on condition that the rector 
of that parish shafl be the rector of the new 
church, and that the sittings in the proposed 
church shall be free. Thus over $60,000 has al- 
ready roally been pledged to the new project.

A DISTINGUISHED PARTY VISITS THE 
NEW COLONY. 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 18.—A number of prominent 
Mormons from Utah have arrived at the new 
Mormon settlement at Lee’s Creek,'Alverta, not 
far from the international boundary line. The 
object of the visit is apparently to ascertain 
what measure of success is attending the set- 
tlement, with a view to an early movement of 
anotner body of faithful brothers if the outlook 
is favorable. 

Among the party are President and Mrs, 
Woodruff, ex-Senator Cannon ana wife, who is 
a daughter of the late Brigham Young; James 
Smith, nephew of the late Prophet Joseph 
Smith, and Brigham Young, Jr. 

They are reported to have bean more than de- 
lighted with the location of the calony, the soil 
being fertile, the “climate magnificent, and 
the “surroundings all that could be de- 
sired. The Visitors will remain two or three 
weeks. if not longér. The laws of Canada pro- 
hibit polygamy, but these settlers say that they 
strictly obey the lawa in not having more than 
one wife. The number of female attendants 
and employes in nearly evéry Mormon house ie, 
however, suspiciously large. 

These people liye on good terms with their 
Gentileé neighbors, and find a profitable market 
at Fort Macleod and other towns, 

Reports come that there will be a large influx 
in the colony next Spring, and among the new- 
comers will be some of the present leaders of 
Utah Mormons. 





NATIONAL BANKKUPTOY LAW. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—President Harrison 
was visited to-day by a committee of the Na- 
tional Convention of Commercial Bodies, 
headed by Col. James O, Broadhead of Mis- 
souri as Chairmgn, and accompanied by Col. 
Jay I. Torrey, the author of the Torrey Bank- 
rupt bill. 

The committee laid before the President a 
copy of the proceedings of the National Con- 
vention of the representatives of commercial 
bodies, embodying the Torrey Bankrupt bill, 
and urged him te recommend, in his forthcom- 
ing message to Congress, the enactment by that 
body of a uniform, equitable bankrupt law in 
the form submitted. Addresses were delivered 
by Col. Broadhead, Louis. Bush, President of 
the New-Orleans Board of Trade; Judge 
John H, Doyle ot Toledo, Ohio, President 
of thé’ National ‘Bar Association; Lecnard 
J. Gordon, President of the Board of Trade of 
Jersey City, N. J.; Edward C, Rogers of Spring: 
tield, Mass, President of the American Paper 
eer ee rets’ Association of the United States, 
andothers. : 

“The addresses were followed by a general dis- 
cussion, in the gourse of which the President 
said that he had always thought that thero 
ought to be permanent legislation upon the sub- 
ject of bankruptcy, instead of a temporary law 
to pmply relieve certain unfortunates who had 
beén Affected by a pani¢. He promised the com- 
mittee that he would consider the question of 
recommending legislation upon that snbject to 
Congress in his message.

BURNING OLD OOAL OABS. 


A NOVEL PLAN FOR DISPOSING OF 
ANTIQUATED ROLLING STOCK. 


READING, Penn., Noy. 18.—The Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad managers at the shop? 
here have adopted a novel, but effective, plas 
of getting rid of their old-fashioned four 
wheeled coal cats, now regarded as altogether 
out of date for the requirements of mod 
ern rolling stock. The wheela are ré 
moved from the trucks, and then th¢ 
cars are piled up im great heaps in 
the yard and the torch applied. For g wees 
twenty-five cars per day have thus been de- 
stroyed, but the work was found to be going on 
too slowly at that rate, so on Saturday a 
heap of 200 was made at once and reduced te 
ashes. That rate will be contmued. 

There were at one period of the Reading hia- 
tory &,000 of these four-wheeled cars in use on 
the road from the coal mines to tidewater, 
but at that time locomotives were lighter and 
trains did not usually comprise more tban 123 
cars. Now, however, the heavy engines 
employed to transport coal tratns haul from 
150 to 170 #£4cars. Recenfly the four- 
wheeled cars wers condemned by the 
company as unsafe because of the frequent 
wrecks oceasioned by their giving way to the 
pressure to which they were subjected. Only 
big eight-wheeled cars will be used hereafter on 
the road. The old iron and. wheels collected 
from the débris remaining is carefully classified, 
and will be used for other purposes in the com- 
pany’s tron works.

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BIGNALS ON THE OCRAN | 


€TILL DISCUSSING THE BULES 
OF THE RUAD, 
BRAZILIAN DELEGATES WITHDRAW FROM 
THE CONFERENCE—NEW COLAUSES 
ADDED TO THOSE ACCEPTED. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 18.—Not more than half 
the members of the International Marine Con- 
ference were in attendance when it was called 
to order by Admiral Franklin this morning. A 
‘riving rainstorm seriously interfered with the 
prompt arrival of the delegates. 

The first business transacted was the submis- 
sion of the report of the Committee on Lights 
Tor Small Grafs by Delegate Thomas Gray of 
Great Britain. 

Delegate Goodrich of the United States of- 
fered an amendment as an additional section to 
Article IV., involving a proposition for additio 
al lights in cases of certain veasels tewing mor 
than one vessel. According to a resolution re- 
cently passed, a vote of three-fourths of thecon- 
ference was made necessary to allow the amend - 
ment to be received. This number of votes be- 
ing received, the amendment was ordered to be 
printed and will hereafter be considered, 

The consideration of the amendments te the 
rules of the road was then resumed. The first 
of these taken up was one prepesed by the dele- 
gates from the Netherlands, to haye a special 
signal tor steamers under sail without steam. 


After some modification the amendment was 
adopted as a new ruie as follows: 


“A steam vessel cecding under gail and not 
using her engines shail carry in daytime, on or in 
front of the foremast, where itcan best be seen, 
ne black ball, or shape. two feetin diameter.” 

The amendment proposed by Delegate Good- 
rioh of the United States to cle XIX., (signals 
fer steamers showing course,) proposing to 
make mandatory instead of optional the use of 
the signals prescribed when 4 vessel isin sight 
of another vessel with which there is risk of 
collision, was taken up. During the discussion 
that ensued upon this amendment, Delegate 
Carter of Hawaii, commenting on the remark 
that such a change would ada to the mass of

The next amendment considered was ope pro- 
posed by Mr. Hall of Great Britain, deiming *‘a 
short blast,” as used in Article XIX., to mean 
a blast of about one second’s duration. It was 
adopted. 

Mr, Verbrugghe of Belgium had proposed an 
additional signal to those provided for in Arti- 
Cle XIX., one reading as follows: “Four short 
blasts to mean ‘lam stopping.’” This amend- 
ent was, on motion of Mr, Verbrugghe, re- 

erred to the Committees on Sound Signals for 
ts consideration and report. 

Just before the conference rose for the noon 
pa Admiral Viel of Chili announved that he 

ad been requested by Capts. Gama and Mauri- 
ty. the delegates from Brazii, to say that, in 
yiew of the present condition of affairs iu their 
country, they would not longer sit in the con- 
ference, 

When the conference resumed its session after 
recess it took up for consideration the amend- 
nent proposea by Mr. Hall of Great Britain to

There being Opposition to the pro- 
posed amendment, it was withdrawa, 

The amendment propose 4 the delegates 
from Denmark to Article XXY., that such 
special rale, referred to in the article, must not, 
edditional signals excepted, deylate from the 
rezulations regardin bts and fog signals in 
as far as concérns fairways also frequented b 
common Se | vessels, Was pext consid- 
ered, but, after discussion relative to the im- 

ropriety of fixing rules concerning inland 
commerce, the amendment was withdrawn. 

Article XXV, of the Rules of the Road, pro- 
vides that nothing in the rules shall interfore 
with the operation of any special rales made by 
the Government of any nation with respect to 
additional station and signal lights for two or 
more ships of war, orforships sailing under 
convoy. The delegates from the Netheriands 
liad proposed an amendment to this article by 
adding the following clause: 


“ For the exhibition of recognition ' signals aaopt- 
ed by ship owners which haye been authorized by 
their respective Governments, duly registered and 
popiuse to allforeign Governments, provided that 

he said signals are not 80 arranged as to cause con- 
fusion or mistake.” 

After a very brief discussion the amendment 
‘was adopted. 

Delegate Flood’s amendment to Article XX VII 
changing the intervals at which a ship in dis- 
tress shall fire signals in the day ana night from 
about a minute to “short intervals,’ was next 
considered. 

Mr. Flood’s practical reason for this change 
as explained by him, was that in the case o 
@ome vessels, with only two guns aboard, it 
‘Was impossible to fire the guns every minute. 
The delegates from Great Britain and the United 
Btates were opposed to the change and it was 
defeated. 

Adverse action was taken on an amendment 

roposed by a delegate from Chili to Article 
AXVIL, adding to the words “ at night” in said 
erticle the words ‘‘or during fog, mist, falling 
snow, or during heavy rainstorms.’’ 

Lieut. Beauquency of Chili haa offered an 
amendment proposing thatin addition to the 
other signals already provided for which ves- 
sels in distress may make at night they may use 
rockets or shells of red color, fired one at a time 
@t slort intervais. The amendment was re- 

ected. On motiv. of the delegates from the 

vetherlands an amendment was adopted pro- 
viding that a ship in distress at night may use a 
gun, “or any explosive signal,” to indicate such 
distress. 

The amendment proposed by Dr. Sieve-King, 
propodios @ preliminary for. the rules of the 

oad, ditfering somewhat from the present pre- 
liminary, gave rise to some discussion, and was 
referred to the Committee on Collocation. 

Dr. Sieve-King’s amendment proposing a new 
article to the rules was next considered. It 
abe pete that when a steam ¥essel is approach- 

ng another vesse), which 1s towing one or more 
Vessels, so as to involve risk of collision, she is 
to keep out of the way of the vessel bgtys 

With this amendment, that offered by Capt. 
Malmberg of Sweden, of much the same im- 
port, was also consiféred. There was consid- 
erable discussion on these amendments. They 
provoked opposition on account of the objec- 
tion to making such 4 radical change in prac- 
tice as it was insisted these amendments would 
incur. The amendments were then rejected, 
and the conference adjourned until to-morrow. 

The Committee on Lights for Small Craft, in 
{ts report submitted to the conference to-day, 

akes recommendation with respect to Articles 

11., IX., and X. of the Rules of the Road, in 
effect as follows: 

Article VII.,’ pertaining to exceptional lights for 
gimall vessels, is changed by inserting the words 
“nnder way” in the case of small vessels, and the 
eddition of a clause prescribing that the side lights 
shall not be exhibited more than two points abatt 
the beam on their respective sides. : 

Article IX., relating tolights for pilot vessels, is 
amended materially by the addition of several pro- 
visions and is subdivided into several sections. In 
the first place the article is made to apply to pilot 
vessels under sailor steam. It then provides that 
“when approaching @ vessel to put a pilot on board, 
or when there is risk of collision with another Ves- 
pel, such pilot vessel shall have at hand two lights,

Section B of this article provides that a pilot

The Postmaster’s answer led Miss Sally when 
she pext mether lover to accuse him, but he 
treated the matter lightly, saying that he had a 
cousin of the same Bamein Hackensack who 
answered his description. She was finally per- 
suaded to believe that nothing stood in the way 
of their marriage, and one day last week she 
went with himto the Rey. Baker ith and 
there became his wife. During all this court- 
ship Aber paid due attention to his family. He 
never tailed to spend fre usual Saturday and 
Sunday with them, and his children were as 
much his delight as ever.

It is to be hoped that Mr. WINDoM is not 
going to surrender gratuitousiy to the silver 
men, as some of them affect to believe that 
heis.

But if he does that, he ought to 
couple it with the retirement and cancella- 
tion of an equivalent amount of legal- 
tender notes. As has been repeatedly 
shown, the volume of currency of all sorts 
has been steadily increasing ever since the 
resumption of specie payments—or, rather, 
specie redémption—in 1879, now nearly 
eleven years ago. Under the act of May, 
1878, this retirement and cancellation is 
not allowed, and some action of Congress 
would be needed‘ to accomplish it. But if 
it were proposed in connection with the in- 
creased coinage of silver, it.is not impos- 
sible that it would obtain legislative ap- 


proval. 


The report of the Committee on Commit- 
tees for the International American Con- 
gress would seem to indicate a pretty wide 
scope for the work before the delegates.

One of the most important parts of the 
report of the Committee on Hygiene of the 
County Medical Society in relation to the 
public schools of this city is that which 
touches in a merely incidental way upon 
the provision made for pupils. There is no 
doubt that the committee is right in regard 
to the insufficiency of space allowed for 
each child in the schoolrooms, the over- 
crowding, and the too large classes. All 
this has an important bearing upon in- 
struction as well as health, forno teacher 
can do any sort of justice to a class of sixty 
or seventy pupils. But notwithstanding 
this packing of children in the grammar 
and primary schools, the increased accom- 
modations, and the increased attendance, 
it is stated that in 1888 admission was re- 
fused to 14,085 pupils. There is a compul- 
sory education law in this State, and efforts 
have been made to make it more stringent, 
and yet it appears that thousands of chil- 
dren are actually turned away from the 
public schools of this city for lack of ade- 
quate provision for them, even with the 
overcrowding that is permitted. This is a 
very discreditable condition of things. The 
school accommodations ought to be in- 
creased so as not only to provide for all the 
children entitled to be educated at public 
expense and by law required to beso edu- 
cated if not otherwise provided for, but 
to relieve the crowded condition of the 
schools, Thisisone of the most pressing 
of public needs, in view of the indirect cost 
to the community of illiteracy among its 
people. 








In one respect the labor unions in Eng- 
land have a decided advantage,over our 
own. It is strange to read that the accounts 
of the striking dockmen have just been 
audited. Nobody has ever heard of a strike 
among unskilled laborers in this country, 
either successful or nnsuccessful, that ter- 
minated in an audit of accounts or, indeed, 
that had any accounts to be audited. 
Somebody on the “General Executive 
Board” or Strike Committee keeps a 
treasury in his trousers pocket, from 
which he draws at discretion, and of 
which he renders no account, unless 
haply his associates on the committee insist 
upon his informally “whacking up” with 
them. The result was that strikes were 
instigated not by the workmen themselves, 
but by the boards and committees, until so 
many of them failed that the committee- 
men were forced to resort to some other 
method of getting a living. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP OF THE HOUSE. 

The Republican Party can hardly be 
more discredited than it would be by the 
success of the plot to prevent the nomina- 
tion of Mr. THomas B. REED of Maine as 
Speakef of the House. He is by every con- 
sideration that should prevail at this time 
by far the most fit man for the place. We 
have had occasion very often to differ with 
Mr. REED in the line of conduct he has seen 
fit to pursue, or has felt himself forced to 
pursue, but, as our readers are aware, we 
have always cordially recognized his great 
ability and the general fairness and eleva- 
tion of his motives. He is beyond all com- 
parison the most capable man on the Ré- 
publican side of the House. He is almost 
alone in the intellectual force, the breadth 
of view, and the statesmanlike habit of 
mind that he has not infrequently dis- 
played. He has had along and honorable 
experience in the House, and while he. has 
been a loyal, and sometimes a rather heated 
and even narrow, partisan, he has won the 
respect and contidence of the sensible men 
of both parties. By no means destitute of 
proper ambition, he has descended to no 
low methods to gratify it, and has kept 
himself aloof from the trickery and chicane 
that are only too common in politics. His 
State has been justly proud of him, and his 
constituents have given him an unstinted 
and admiring support that is creditable to 
him andtothem. While in one sense he 
has necessarily been a rival of Mr. BLAINE, 
he has never stooped to rivalry with him in 
the demagogy and the base arts of the poli- 
tician that have enabled the Secretary of 
State, with greatly interior mental equip- 
ment, to attain higher prizes. 

Mr. REED, moreover, is both an accom- 
plished and a fair parliamentarian. There 
isno Republican in the House that would 
discharge the ordinary duties of the presid- 
ing officer with greater promptness, accu- 
racy, efficiency, and dignity than he. In 
the more imposing and, perhaps, more im- 
portant duty of selecting the committees, 
there is no doubt that Mr. ReEp would do 
the best thet any one could do with the 
material at hiscommand. We believe that 
he would be quite incapable of using the 
power of the Speaker to promote his own 
interests or any interests that he did not re- 
gard as legitimate. He would not be re- 
strained by his own especial views from 
giving a fair representation to all the ele- 
ments in the party, while he would en- 
deavor to organize the working machinery 
of the majority in such a manner as to make 
it as efficient as possible for the general 
aims which he believes that the party en- 
tertains or ought to entertain. The only 
opponent for the Speakership who can be 
compared with him is Mr. MoKin.ey of 
Ohio, who is probably his equal in point of 
character and has the reputation of being

His immediate and 
ostensible backers are the silver men from 
the new or newer States, and this is cer- 
tainly not a backing that the Republican 
majority can afford to recognize or encour- 
age at the present time. But peyond these 
backers there is behind Mr. Burrows the 
general mass of subsidy grabbers, who 
threaten the Republican Party with more 
sure and immediate disgrace and disaster 
than any other body of its members. With 
them Mr, REED has and can have no sym- 
pathy at all, while Mr. Burrows is a man 
after their own heart. We do not know 
how far it may be true, as intimated, that 
Burrows has the friendship and possibly 
the aid of Mr. BLAINE in this contest. Mr. 
BLAINE does not love Mr. REED, who has 
never bowed the knee to him, and whose 
rectitude as wellas his intellectual distinc- 
tion affect Mr. BLAINE almost like a de- 
fiance, but it would be quite in the line of 
the Secretary of State to stab one whom he 
disliked while pronioting the greedy and 
sinister policy of subsidies with which he 
has been so closely associated. However 
that may be, the Republican Party: would 
pay avery high price for the gratification 
Mr. BLAINE might get from putting Bur- 
ROWS in the Speaker’s chair. The honor to 
which Mr. REED now aspires is not a° very 
high one. It is quite beneath what his 
abilities, his character, and his services 
would justify him in seeking, or what his 
party could give him with credit and ad- 
vantage to itself. It would be not oniy an 
act of cruelty but a singularly stupid blun- 
der if the party now should thrust him 
aside for so thoroughly and notoriously in- 
ferior a man as Mr. BURROWS. 





GOV. HILL AND BALLOT REFORM. 


There is no doubt that the views upon 
ballot reform -presented in yesterday’s 
TIMES as derived from those who are in the 
contidence of Gov. HILL really reflect the 
Governor’s present attitude with reference 
to that sabject. While not so explicit as 
might be desired, they indicate with suffi- 
cient clearness that he is disposed to ad- 
here to his position in regard to some of the 
most essential features of the Saxton bill. 
Criticisms upon the Massachusetts law are 
not pertinent, as that measure has ceftain 
acknowledged defects which are likely to 
be remedied and which do not appear in 
the Saxton bill. Moreover, it is not claimed 
that the Saxton hill itself is perfect, and no 
doubt great pains will be taken to correct 
its faults when it is brought forward again. 
But most of the objections to which the 
Governor is represented as still adhering 
are either trivial or they go to the very es- 
sence of the reform, and cannot be met 
without a sacrifice of its main purpose. 

While the Governor is said never to have 
wavered ip his determination to insist upon 
an unofficial ballot, he is represented as 
contending that the introduction of a 
“‘naster” would practically nullify the oper- 
atien of the Australian system and open the 
way to an assessment for printing. This is 
a curiously inconsistent criticism for him 
to make. The provision allowing’ the 
use of pasters wasachange made in the 
bill last Winter for the very purpose of 
meeting his objection that there might be 
a necessary change of candidates after the 
ballots had been printed, in.consequence of 
the death or withdrawal of one or more ef 
those who had been nominated. It would 
simply enable the voter to substitute the 
new name without having to write it upon 
his ballot. The chance of this having to be 
resorted to would be very slight and the 
expense for printing would be small. 
But if it is objected to on the 
ground of expense, how much stronger 
is the objection to the Governor’s plan 
of having entire sets of unofficial bal- 
lots furnished at private expense! The 
paster is really not essential, but it was a 
concession to the Governor. While aeclar- 
ing. against the use of pasters, he still in- 
sists upon his objection that a candidate 
may die too late for the substitution of a 
name on.the printed ballot. So he may 
‘after thé unofficial ballots are printed, and 
so he may after the ballots have been 
printed under the present method of furnish- 
ing them.’ The contingency 1s a very im- 
prebable one, and if it happens a candidate 
can, be agreed upon as well under the re- 
form system as under the present one, and 
his namecan be as readily substituted. It 
might be provided that the new name of a 
certified candidate should be substituted 
upon all the ballots in writing or by pasters 
by the election officers themselves before 
giving out the ballots. In any case the use | 
of pasters should be restricted to the names 
of candidates substituted for those with- 
drawn or deceased after the printing of the 
ballots. 


It is said that the Governor is as tenacious 
as ever of his “‘ arguments on the secrecy of 
the ballot.”?’ That apparently refers to his 
objection to putting the names or initials 
of election officers upon the back ef ballots 
when they are given out. This is one of the 
most trivial of all *his objections. No ordi- 
nary mind cax conceive how that can possi- 
bly interfere with the secrecy of the ballot. 
It would merely serve to identify ail the 
ballots cast as official ballots, and by no 
possibility could it be used to identify the

| printed fac simile of the name of the public 


officer under whose authority the ballots 
are printed and futnished to the polling 
places. Gov. Hitt professes still to 
be anxious lest the official ballots 
should not invariably be on hand at the 
opening of the polls. He is represented as 
saying that a ‘disgruntled leader of a dis- 
trict” might lock all his ballots in a safe on 
the night before election and the next day 
forget the combination.” But the ballots 
would not be intrusted to district leaders. 
They would be furnished directly to the 
election officers on the morning of election 
before the opening of the polls by the public 
authority charged with. providing them. 
Under the present system what he describes 
might happen, but not under the reform 
system. ' 


But the question of supreme importance 
upon which the Governor is still said to 
hold his ground is that of official and un- 
official ballots. Upon this there can be no 
compromise, no metting half way, for there 
is no difference of opinion about it among 
real ballot reformers. The exclusively of- 
ficial ballot is of the very essence of the re- 
form, It is by that alone that the expense 
of furnishing ballots can be made a public 
charge and the excuse for assessing candi- 
dates taken away. By that alone can the 
hired heelers and workers be got rid of. 
By that alone can secrecy in voting 
be assured. Withoutit all the safeguards 
would be gone, and the providing of ballots, 
the compartments for secluding voters, and 
the marking method of designating the vot- 
er’s choice would be nugatory. The unof- 
ficial ballot, ready marked, could be thrust 
upon tlre voter, who could bring out an offi- 
cial ballot as evidence that he had used the 
one forced upon him, and the way would be 
wide open for coercion, intimidation, and 
bribery. Opponents of the Australian meth- 
od talk about the “Tasmanian dodge” of 
securing one official ballot and getting it 
outside to be used in this way. That in- 
volves a theft or fraud that could rarely 
succeed; but the unofficial ballot would re- 
duce the “ Tasmanian dodge” to an open 
and legalized system, destroying all the 
benefits of the reform. Upon this point 
there can be no yielding by the advocates 
of genuine ballot reform. 








CHICAGO IN PARIS. 


Precisely what good it will do Chicago, in 
the present condition of her yearnings after 
a world’s fair, to propitiate French opinion 
in her favor is not very clear. Perhaps 
the boomers and whoopers-up have not yet 
paused long enough to ask themselves that 
question any more than they have asked 
themselves what they can do with the 
fair after they have gotit. It looks enter- 
prising and “ live” to be working the press 
of Paris in behalf of Chicago, and with our 
breezy friends enterprise and vivacity are 
guite as much euds as means. 

At any rate the boomers have captured 
part of the highly pregnable Parisian press. 
Our esteemed contemporary, the Journal des 
Débais, has suddenly awakened, ostensibly 
of its own motion, to the general greatness 
of Chicago, ‘“‘the Young Giant of the Great 
Lakes,” and to its special fitness to be the 
site of a world’s fair. Its arguments are en- 
tirely familiar to us, but to its French read- 
ers they have all the charm of novelty. 
Two great cities, it appears, dispute the 
honor and profit of becoming the site of 
the exhibition—on the one side New-York, 
the financial centre, on the other Chi- 
cago, the commercial centre. In this 
pacific but very lively contest it 
was at first believed that New-York 
would prevail, but special information of 
which the Journal guarantees the authen- 
ticity gives reason to believe that the 
young giant of the great lakes will obtain 
more votes at the Congress than its elder, 
richer, and more settled rival. At present 
itis almost certain that Chicago will be 
chosen as the site of the exposition. This 
conclusion, the Journal avows, has all its 
sympathies. The fair ought to be held 
in the city that furnishes the best type of 
the civilization and of the progress of the 
great Republic. Chicago is the type city of 
the United States. The choice of Chicago 
appears, then, to impose itself. 

Thus far the Jeurnal des Débats, in the 
rhetoric of which, especially in that stroke 
about the young giant of the great lakes, 
readers unfamiliar with the French lan- 
guage may yet detect a familiar, strain. 
The text thus furnished is taken up and 
amplified by the next day’s Galignani in a 
dialect of the English language that seems 
also somewhat Occidental, even from the 
longitude of the rich and posée New-York. 
“ Chieago, located as it is within twenty- 
four hours’ ride from the seacoast’—this 
phrase alone would betray the Western 
origin of. the .remarks in Galignani, 
These remarks take very high ground, 
indeed. ‘“‘Of real rivalry in the case,” 
observes. Galignani, ‘‘there can be 
none, imasmuch as New-York was un- 
able to. guarantee the sum _ requisite 
to the organization of the exhibition, orto 
offer a.site commensurate with the demands 


‘likely to be made upon the Commissioner 


General. These demands, of whatever nat- 
ure, could easily be met to the satisfaction 
of the majority by the only other competi- 
tor, Chicago,” which is further referred to, 
in a truly Anglican idiom, as “that enter- 
prising ‘centre.” We need not go over 
the arguments, with which every Amer- 
ican ‘citizen knows any Chicago man is 
already conversant. There is perhaps 
shade of novelty about the re- 
ply, to the argument that European 
exhibitors would not care to send 
their products a thousand miles inland and 
a thousand miles distant from the im- 
porters on the sea coast with whom they 
deal.. This argument ‘has already been 


met by many European manufacturers, who 
declare that they would prefer’ placing 


their goods inland or near the centre of 
population; in other words, wherever the 
greatest progress is being accomplished.” 
‘This seems reasonable,” adds Galignani, in 
its remote and judicial way. It would pos- 
sibly seem even more reasonable if a list of 
the interesting manufacturers in question 
werd given, but vouchers for assertions in 
natters of fact aré more in fashion in Paris 
than in, Chicago. ee oy

covery of Chicago by the Parisian press, 
but for the sake of the evidence it affords 
of the activity of Chicago. That activity 
ia generally amusing and often interesting, 
even when, as in the present instance, it 
does not seem likely to lead to any practical 
result, If the expressions of the French 
press have induced even one French man- 
ufacturer to look up the “location” of 
Chicago on the map, the activity of the 
Paris section of the Chicago boomers will 
not have been exerted altogether in vain. 








ITALY IN ABYSSINIA. 

The enterprise of King HUMBERT’S Gov- 
ernment on the Red Sea has at length re- 
ceived its reward. The treaty struck with 
King MENELEK practically establishes an 
Italian protectorate: over Abyssinia, and 
it has been formally announced. This 
will not please Russia, which has all 
along resented Italian designson Abyssinia, 
partly, perhaps, because they had their 
origin in British influence, partly because 
they were disliked by the French, and 
partly because of the affinity between the 
Coptic Church and the Greek. It, will not 
please France, whose opposition to much 
humbler pretensions on the part of Italy 
was lately announced through M. D&E 
FREYCINET. Even England must wonder 
whether she was wise in evacuating Mas- 
sowah and leaving its custody to Italy, 
whom fortune has so soon favored. 

It is in fact less than five years since Italy 
established herself at Assab Bay and Mas- 
sowah. England’s overthrow of King 
THEODORE, and conquest of Abyssinia in 
1868 under Lord Napier, had substantially 
been confined, in practical fruits, te the 
release of the European captives and to the 
influence she possessed over her native 
ally, Prince Kassat of Tigré, who, after 
'THEODORE’S death in battle at Magdala, 
had been crowned as King JoHN. But 
Italy, when in return for her courtesy in 
offering to help’ England subdue the Sou- 
dan she was allowed to take the place of 
England at Massowah, while the latter 
concentrated her strength at Suakin and 
on the Nile, soon schemed to move into the 
interior. This was natural, because the 
narrow strip of low coast, for centuries 
belonging to Egypt and not to Abyssinia, is 
insufferably hot and unhealthy, while by 
marching a few score miles fromthe shore, 
and ascending the highlands, the vast Abys- 
sinian: plateau is reached, high, healthy, 
and fertile. Besides, the region of Assab 
Bay and Massowah was Italy’s only foreign 
foothold; and the fever for founding a 
great colony there was stimulated by the 
fact that just on the northern border of 
Tigré, thé northernmost of the three prov- 
inces of Abyssinia, is the Bogos country, 
very desirable for its climate and products, 
and inhabited by a tribe of negroes who 
have paid tribute to the Negus of Abyssinia. 
Egypt claims the Bogos land, and Italy 
aimed to establish herself there in virtue 
of this disputed ownership. 

Her first efforts to this end met with dis- 
astrous failure. On advancing from the 
works at Massowah with a force of native 
auxiliaries, the Italians were defeated at 
Saati, near the foot of the highlands, by 
Ras ALULA, King JOHN’s ablest General. A 
cry for vengeance arose, and as this quite 
suited the Government’s purpose, a strong 
army was assembled at Massowah under 
Gen, San MaRZAno. He advanced without 
resistauce to and beyond Saati, and then, 
after some slight skirmishes, began to 
ascend the hills. Then occurred an ex- 
traordinary performance. King JoHN and 
the Italian commander held a conference, 
the result of which was that each marched 
his army back on his route, the Italians re- 
embarking a large part of theirs at Masso- 
wah, and King JoHN going off with his to 
fight the MAnon1’s dervishes and to subdue 
also his always troublesome vassal, MENE- 
LEK, the King or chief of Shoa, his southern. 
most province. In battle with the former the 
Negus was killed and his army overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. Then came Italy’s opportu- 
nity. MENELEK, possibly at her instigation, 
certainly with her support, set up his claim 
to succeed King JOHN, and was hailed as 
monarch by the provinces of Shoa and Am- 
hara, while Ras ALULA retired to Tigré, 
which refused to acknowledge MENELEK. 
But a famine breaking out in Tigré re- 
duced its powers of resistance, and the 
Italians meanwhile pushed up the high- 
lands and occupied Aswara. The treaty 
now reported with MENELEK, and his em- 
bassy to Rome,, which has been received 
with great honor, leave no doubt that this 
military movement was made with his con- 
nivance. ‘Thus, subject only to the possi- 
bility of a revolt against King MENELEK, 
which itself would probably be put down 
by Italian aid, and to the objections. of 
other powers, Italy seems to have attained 
or to be on the point of attaining ail she 
hoped in her movement of five years. ago. 
She is now nearly ready to compete. with 
England, Germany, and Portagal for the 
trade of Central Africa. 








The. squadron of evolution now going to 
reinforce the European station, at present 
held by the lonely little Enterprise, ‘is cer- 
tainly one in which our navy can take 
pride, when it is contrasted with the old 
wooden vessels. In its battery power,espe- 
cially, the country has nothing whatever to 
fear from comparisons of this naval force 
with foreign flectsof the same. classes and 
displacements. Yet cruisers are now in prep- 
aration that by next Summer could form a 
second squadron of evolution much more 
remarkable than this first one. The flag- 
ship of such a second squadron would be 
the Baliimore, with her speed of 20.1 knots 
during a prolonged run, which is nearly four 
knots more than that of the fastest vessel 
of our first new squadron. Next would 
come the Philadelphia, which is guaranteed 
to go 19 knots, and judging from a compari- 
son of her engines with the Baltimore's, the 
earlier work of the same builders, is more 
likely to go between 20 and 21 knots. Final- 
lv, leaving out the swift Vesuvius, which 
will probably be kept on our coasts, next 
Summer will probably see completed the 
Concord and the Bennington, sister ships of 
the Yorktown, which last is the fastest of 
Acting Rear Admiral WALKER’s squadron, 
With four such vessels starting next year 
for'a cruise in Brazilian or Mediterranean 
waters, a still more creditable display of

SARASATE AND D’ALBERT. 
Tt was a happy thought of that enterprising 


manager, Henry E. abbey, to make a combina- 
tion of the famous violinist, Pablo de Sarasate,

all the world, Eugen d’Albert. The two artiste 
made their appearance at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last night before one of the jargest, 
most brilliant, and most representative audi- 
ences ever brought together in the city of New- 
York, No doubt the house could have been 
sold out had it been three times as large. The 
public of the metropolis has a happy taculty 
for finding out the good things.in art and 
advancing upon them with great earnestness. 
As forthe popular success of Mr. Abpey’s en- 
terprise, after last night’s concert there should 
be no question aboutit. Perhaps this is not a 
matter for critical consideration, but as a 
matter of record it should be stated that such 
enthusiasm as was displayed last evening is 
rare at musical performances in this city. 
Cheers of the loadest and most hearty kind 
emphasized applause which was wonderful in 
in its vigor and continuous extent, 

Itis hardly necessary to plunge at once into 
detailed comment on the me ing of these two 
men, who are justly entitled to be called art- 
ists. Their programme was chosen with a 
view to a fairly full exposition of their gifts 
and acquirements. Herr a’Albert, who pre- 
fers to be regarded as a German, though he was 
born in Glasgow, is the sonof a Frenchman, and 
was educated in music by such eminent English- 
men as Dr. Stainer, Evenezer Prout, and Sir Ar- 
thur Sullivan, played Chopin’s E minor concerto, 

award Grieg’s “ Humoreske,” a 6, No. 2; 

nton Rubinstein’s “ Barcarolle No. 5,” in E 
minor, and Tausig’s transcription ofa Strauss 
waltz, “Man lebt nur einmal.” SefiorSarasate, 
who is, beyond doubt, a Spaniard of Pampeluna 
in face, temperamént, and manly grace, played 
the great Mendelssohn concerto and an original 
fantasia on airs from ‘‘ Carmen.” 

Herr @’Albert is the little giant of the plano 
forte. Every one will remember the diminu- 
tive Rosenthal, with his wonderful technique. 


‘Here is a wan even smaller than Rosenthal and 


his technique is as great. We said of Rosenthal 
that to describe his technical ability was to 
summarize the entire field of piano mechanics 
a8 known to the virtuosity of to-duy. The same 
thing is to be sald of d’ Albert, but something is 
to be added to it. There isa greater man than 
Rosenthal behind the technique. There is a 
more intense and vital individuality, a deeper 
and broader temperament, a more highly-gifted 
and more thoroughly-developed intellectuality. 
D’ Albert is not only a great pianist, but also a 
great musician. He is a thinker, an analyzer 
and an explicator. His choice of the Chopin 
minor concerto for his first number was a happy 
one. Local music lovers are familiar with every 
bar of this beautiful tone poem. They have 
heard all kinds of pianists play it. from Rosen- 
thal and Joseffy to Otto Hegner. Itis doing no 
injustice to the other bp seg to say that 
D'Albert’s performance of the work was in con- 
ception and in execution the greatest ever 
heard in thiscity. It was a surpassingly love- 
ly reading of an immortal composition, and 
stamped D’Albert as one of the master musi- 
clans of this time. 

In his subsequent solos the little giant treat- 
ed his audience to a superb exhibition of his 
resources as & pianist. In the Rubinstein com- 

osition he showed his triumphant command of 

one-color, and in the Tausig transcription he 
gave an astounding display of technical ac- 
quirements. But this was not enough. After 
several tumultuous recalls he returned to the 
instrument and played marvelousiy Schu- 
mann’s “ Toccata,” one of the most stupendous 
works in the répertoire of the piano. is per- 
formance of it was amazing in power and 
brilliancy. 

Sefior Sarasate 1s also an artist, but it will 
Peay er be less difficultin a short time to de- 

ne his limitations. Hig tone is deliciously 
sweet and pure, and his atyle is without much 
of that trickery which so many violinists are 
unable to avoid. He has a thorough command 
of the technical resources of his instrument, 
and he gave spendid displays of all varieties of 
bewing and a pero It was impossible to 
avoid perceiving last night that his intona- 
tion was not at ali times absolutely true, 
but there may have been temporary causes of 
disturbance whici will disappear in tne future. 
One approaches the topic of his tone with con- 
siderable hesitation, Zor the Metropolitan Opera 
House is not favorable to the sonority of instru- 
ments of the violin family. Sefior Sarasate’s 
tone seemed last evening to be small, butina 
house better suited to the violin this deficiency 
may not be noticed. His reading of the Mendels- 
sohn concerto was not that of a master singer. It 
was lacking in breadth and dignity. He was 
enthusiastically recailed a number of times, 
however, and compelled to play the Chopin 
Bast nocturne. In this, with piano accom- 

aoiment, his tone sounded fuller, and his in- 
terpretation was all that could be desi His 
own “Fantasia” proved to be a clever violin- 
ist’s display piece, and he played it with superb 
dash and a dazzling display of technical accom- 
phishment. 

The Symphony Society orchestra, under Wal- 
ter Damrosch, performed the orchestral accom- 
papiments and gave a remarkable rendering 
of the Vorspiel to **Die Meistersinger.” Mr. 
Damrosch follows the lead of his eminent in- 
structor, Dr. Hans Von Riilow, and makes the 
grievous mistake of reading this composition 
entirely too fast. Its breadth and nobility 
were absent from last night’s performance, 


MODJESKA AS LADY MACBETH. 

Mme. Modjeska acted Lady Macbeth at the 
Broadway Theatre last evening for the first 
time. She had never ssen a performance of 
“Macbeth” and had no model to follow in 
building up her portrayal. She had studied the 
character Jabvoriousiy and had sought for in- 
spiration and advice in the perusal of many 
pages of plausible, glittering. and profound com- 
mentary and criticism. But the idea of the 
cbaracter to which she gave expression was, 
nevertheless, that to which she might have 
been expected, from her temperament and 
artistic methods, to naturally incline. The 
Lady Macbeth she presented was a nervous, 
emotional woman, led to counsel the slaughter 
of Duncan for love of her husband and desire 
to see him ina high place, and buoyed up in 
the execution of the deed by the force 
of her passion and her. knowledge of 
his hesitating disposition. The collapse 
came immediately after the discovery 


of the murder. Through the scenes of the sec- 
ond act, preceding the banquet, the guilty 
Queen walked like one in a dream, and it 
needed the force of all the will power left to 
her to assume the needful tone of command 
during Macbethts hallucination. The sleep-walk- 
ing scene was in keeping with this conception 
of the part, depicting the troubled dreaming 
of a guilty woman, too weak ip mind and body 
to bear the burden her crime imposed upon her. 

This hasty sketch of Mme. Modjeska’s con- 
ception of the Thane’s wife must suffice for the 
present. It is impossible to draw lines with 
mathematical accuracy in the analysis of a 
great work of art. There are many points in 
this portrayal that are surely in strict accurd- 
ance with Shakespeare’s text. Lady Mac- 
beth faints, and is carried away 
by her women in the terrible excite- 
Ment that follows the discovery of the 
murder, in Shakespeare as well as in Mod- 
jeska’s interpretation of Shakespeare. But we 
doubtif many good judges will admit that a 
womau capabie of the deeds committed by 
Lady Macbeth could have been the mercurial, 
emagtional creature Modjeska makes her in the 
earlier scenes. It goes without saying that her 
conception was consistently carried out with 
the moat finished art. A handsomer Lady Mac- 
beth has never been seen. Mme. Modjeska’s 
acting in the sleep-walking scene roused the 
audience mightily, and she was recalled and 
cheered with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Booth as Macbeth was, as usual, superb in 
the banquet scene. There was no visible ghost 
of Banquo, and he relied, as is his custom, en- 
tirely on his own powers to produce the needful 
effect. Herisesin this portion of the tragedy 
to a height inaccessible to any other living 
actor. 

Mr. Otis Skinner played Macduff with all 
needful force, and was vehemently applauded. 
But he would have been abetter Malcolm. His 
Macduff, like the Lady Macbeth, was too 
emotional and also too demonstrative. He was 
not the staiwart warrior who slew Macbeth. 

The tragedy was done in the fashion we are 
accustomed to. The scenery was not always 
appropriate.and in some instances was very 

. The young man who did Malcolm seemed 
to think the Prince of Cumberland was a pump. 
But most of the characters were acted with sutr- 
ficient intelligence and skill to make the per- 
tormance bearable.

The greatest success of the Australian, or 
rather the Massachusetts election law, is that 
it eliminates ‘“‘the workers” and “heelers” 
from polities. Honest elections have no worse 
foes than these same “ workers,” who harass, 
bribe, or intimidate voters, who encourage 


fraud and stuff ballot boxes. Nearly all the 
political evils of this country are due to them, 
and the greatest defect in our political system, 

our municipal government, is one of the re- 

sults. If ths Massachusetts election system 
had no other effect than to get rid of these men 
it would bea great reform, promising the very 
best results to the country. It not only abol- 
ishes “the worker” and ‘“*heeler,”’ ho wever, but 
it assures quiet, peaceable, orderly, and intelli- 
gent elections.. 

The subject of a change in elestion methods 
was Very generally discussed a few weeks ago, 
and a strong disposition shown to adopt ithe 
Australian system. The experience of Massa- 
chusetts, the very great success met with 
there, promises to make the law more popular 
and bring ‘1t into operation in a large number 
of States. 

It will be of special service in our municipal 
elections, affording voters a chance to vote for 
the best candidates and rendering good ma- 
nicipal government a possibility. It is the 
enemy of rings and of ward workers, the friend 
of the people and good government.

Subscriptions to the World's Fair still seem to 
be-sentin in reluctant fashion. The returns 
from the Chamber of Commerce, where, it may 
be mentio:.e1, the only reliable figuring is being 
done, yesterday were nearly $40,000. ‘The re- 
Seipts at the Mayor’s office ran up to $17,200, and 
they included a subscription of $5,000 from 
MayorGrant himself. In making this contribu: 
tion upon a day when popular interest in the big 
fair project seemed to be lagging, Mayor Grant 
took occasion to renew his declaration of faith 
in the speedy completion of the tive-million- 
dollar guarantee fund. 

Lots of people are keeping records of the sub- 
scriptions to this fund, and there is evidence 
a-plenty to show how figures will disagree. 
But, inoluding the $446,000 pledged by the 
Brewers’ Board of Trade and the reported sub- 
scriptions from all sorts of sources, estimates 
made yesterday place the total amount so far 
pledged at about $3,500,000.

PROGRESS OF THE GOVERNMENT. SUR- 
VEY EXPEDITION. 


81. Lovurs, Nov. 18.—The first news in months, 
and the last for at least a year, of the Govern- 
ment expedition for the survey of Alaska 
reached this city yesterday. It came in a letter 
to Mr. Patrick McGrath, father of Mr. John E, 
McGrath, one of the chiefs of the exploring 
party. The part of the expedition which Mr. 
McGrath commands has now navigated the 
Yukon River further than any steamer ever 
went before, and will during the Winter travel 
through an unexplored land. The Turner party 
has already pierced an unexplored part of the 


country. Mr. MoGrath’s letter was written as 
his soarney progressed after leaving St. Mi- 
chael’s. He writes: 


“We have been steaming up the Yukon for eleven 
fe and are now 200 miles beyond that point on 
thé river, which is half way between St. Michael’s 
and where I expect to go. We are making on an 
average five miles per hour, and expect to fall be- 
hind even this rate. This is a greatriver. Near its 
mouth it is almost twenty-five miles wide, taking 
in the various channels through which it reaches 
the sea. It much resembles thé Mississippl Our 
boat is small and we are compelled to stop fre- 
quenhy tor wood, much of which we are compelled 

c 


“Another cause of retarding progress is the 
muddy water, which necessitates frequent cleaning 
of theb ler. When we left St. Michael’s we were 
given «a tiattering farewell, with flags flying and 
cannon booming. Every fifteen or twenty miles 
we came upon an Indian settlement. More deso- 
late hovels you capnot find anywhere. The sexes 
ot the natives are distinguished in their dress only 
by the length of their fur coats. The women wear 
their coats long behind, and the men’s are cut of 
equal length all around. When you getclose to 
them the women have another distinguishing feat- 
ure. They have three straight lines tattoed on 
their chins. A man can take a3 many wives as he 
can Suppers, and each one has to work as hard as 

ossible. 
me Further up the river the state of affairs is differ. 
ent. There a woman may have two or three hus- 
bands. The furniture in the native hut is very 
sparse, a few birch bark baskets, some spoons of 
ivory, wooden dishes, arrows, spears, May be & gun, 
straw mats, and furs. Everything smells worse 
than a soap factory. The people are literally cov- 
ered with vermin. They are miserably poor. They 
got very little for the game and fish they have to 
sell. Both are so plentiful that we have tired of 
ducks, weese, and salmon. 

“As I am writing, there are some magnificent 
mountains in sight. They remind me of the first 
range of the Reckies in Colorado. Jn the woods 
there are lots of wild roses, and the hillsides are as 
green os any lawn in Spring. It,is difficult to be- 
lieve that this isan arctio land when you observe 
the luxuriant forests, the green grass, the flowers, 
and mark how warm the days are. Bat dig down 
ten inches anywhere and you will find the ground 
frozen hard. At Mulato they have dug twenty-five 
feet to get water and the ground was frozen all the 
way down. In spite of this me weather is so warm 
that every man is going around in his shirt sleeves. 
Mosquitoes are pleatiful and ferocious. 

““We reached Fort Yukon on July 2 and our par- 
ties separated. Turner and his party went up the 
Porcupine River, and I am making my way slowly 
up tothe boundary. Turner is the first man to 
take a steamer up the Porcupine. The riverisa 
regular mountainous stream, rising with every 
ral and falling immediately afterward. Turner 
struck it at alow stage and progressed but forty, 
miles. Fort Yukonis bu¢aname now, There is 
not a stick of one of its houses left. The English 
used to think that it belonged to them, but a sur- 
vey showed it was twenty-five miles within our 
territory, and they had to move ont. As there was 
no business to warrant occupation, the houses’ of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company were allowed to go to 
ruip.” 

“Moose are plentiful and cheap, but people eat 
anything they can get up here which will not poison 
them. The miners are miserably poor. The store- 
keeper.at Forty-Mile Creek had $15,000 warth of 
bad debts in his books this Spring, and still, I am 
told, the man who comes into his store without a 
dollar gets as good treatment as the one who has 
the cash to pay for what he gets. He gets his 
money if the wines can mako it, and if they don’t 
he luses it, These frontiersmen stand together and 
help euch other through thick and thin. Last year 
a@ solitary miner was killed by an Indian over at 
Koejubuk River. He was the first one ever 
touched. A big bsnd of miners traveled nearly 
one thousand miles and hanged the Indian mur- 
derer, losing a whole season’s work by their trip.” 

This letter was mailed Aug. 19, 1889. A 
second bearing date of Aug. 21, 1889, among 
other things says: 

“Weare four or five miles outside of the 
United States line, and are now squatting on 
her British Majesty’s possessions, but I do not 
think there will be any complaint of the tres- 
pass. Times have been dreadfully hard with 
the miners this year and agreat many of them 
have lost heart. It has rained nearly the whole 
Spring and Summer in this neighborhood, and 
in consequenee the mountain streams have 
become torrents, washing out water wheels, 
sluices, sluice boxes, &c., and preventing the 
miners from doing anything. Wages are 
high—$8 when you work—but they work so 
little they would prefer $50 per month and, 
grub. I don’t expect to get any more letters out 
this year nor in the Spring. I have no dogs and 
therefore no way to send them.” 





THR HIGHER ORITICISM. 


DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
TIONAL CLUB. 


The November meeting of the Congrega- 
tional Club of New-York and vicinity was held 
last evening at Clark’s restaurant in West 
Twenty-third-street. About two hundred ladies 
and gentlemen were present. Dinner was 
served at 6 o’clock, and Dr. Lucien C. War- 
ner, President of the club, presided. Short- 
ly after 7 o’clock the members left the dining 
room and ascended to the parlors, where, 
after a short and informal business meeting, 
the topic of the evening, ‘‘The Higher Criti- 
cism,” was discussed by the Rev. Dr. How- 
ard Crosby and the Rev. Dr. George F. Moore, 


Professor of O14 ‘Testament Literature in 
Andover Theological Seminary. : 

Dr. Crosby devoted bimself to the men who 
deny the inspiration of those who wrote the 
Bible, and in answer to the statement that the 

entateuch was the work of different men in 

ifferent ages, he said that he could take the 
Declaration of Independence and prove that 
its many different authors had lived centuries 
apart. He suggested that in future ages read- 
ers of history would hesitate to believe that 
they were learning facts concerning the same 
man wben told of Napoleon, the Corsican 
soldier, who married Josephine and was after- 
ward exiled to Elba, and Napoleon, the French 
Emperor, successful at the battle of Marengo, 
who wedded Marie Louise of Austria, and who, 
later, was banished to St. Helena. He said that 
the danger in higher criticism was not in ite 
use, but in its abuse. The great objection to 
the higher criticism of the Bible was the detect- 
ing of likenesses and discrepancies when 
neither existed. 

Dr. Moore likened the Composite Gospel, 
handed down from the second century, and 
which for a long period was used by a consider- 
able portion of the Church, to the Pentateuch, 
and argued in favor of the interpretation a 
upon the latter by the leading orthodox 
writers. 

Among those at the meeting were: The Rev, 
Drs. A. H. Clapp and J. & Kincaid, the Rey, 
William Hayes Ward of the /ndependent, the 
Rev. A. H. Bradford of Montclair, N. J., and 
the Rev. Dr. E. W. Gilman of the American 
Bible Society.

LEWIS COCHRAN CASSIDY. 

Lewis Cochran Cassidy, one of the most prom- 
inent members of the Pennsylvania bar, died 
suddenly at his residence in Philadelphia yes- 
terday morning of apoplexy. Mr. Cassidy was 
born in New-York City Oct. 17, 1829. His 
father was a native of Ireland, and a type- 
founder by trade. During Mr. Cassidy’s infancy 
his parents removed to Philadelphia and a few, 
years afterward his father died. This calamity 
threw him largely on his own resources for sup- 
port and education, as his mother was poor. 
He entered the public schools of Philadefphia 
and in due course of time was admitted to the 
Central High School, whence he was graduated 
in 1842, 

It was his first intention to follow a mechan- 
ical course, as he had developed a tendency in 


this direction early in childhood, and also be- 
cause he believed that it would afford him the 
Yeadiest means of assisting his moter in sus- 
taining the burden of supporting her family. 
He was diverted from this course by an ap- 
pointment to a cadetship at West Point, but 
the occupation of a soldier in the prosy ante- 
bellum days was not attractive to him, and at 
the earnest solicitation of his mother he de- 
cided to adopt the law as his vocation. He en- 
tered the office of Benjamin Harris Brewster 
in 1846, ana after three years of diligent 
study he was admitted to the bar in 1849. 
He at once forged rapidly ahead in his 
profession. He devoted himself to criminal 
practice, = it was not long before he had 
established a reputation in that branch of the 
law. Itis said that Mr. Cassidy tried more 
homicide cases than any lawyer in the United 
States, and it was a fact of which he was very 
proud that he never lost a capital case. No 
chent of his was ever hanged, although be de- 
fended many of the most desperate criminals 
Pennsylvania ever produced. Mr. Cassidy 
entered the political arena almost as 
soon as he entered the law. He was 
always a Democrat, and as such he 
was elected to the State Legislature before he 
was twenty-five years ofaxe. He declined a re- 
election because it interfered with his legal 
business, but he continued to take an active in- 
terest in Jocal politics. In 1856 he was declared 
elected to the office of District Attorney of Phil- 
adelphia County, and he was sworn ip. Subse- 
quently, however, Dis seat was contested and 
he nad to give up the office to the contestant, 
William B. Mann, who afterward formed a law 
partnership with him. 

In 1860 Mr. Cassidy was a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention held in 
Charleston and subsequently in Baltimore, after 
the dissensions in and disinteyration of the 
original convention. -He warmly espoused the 
cause of Stephen A. Douglas, and during the re- 
bellion was a war Democrat and a pronounced 
advocate of the abolition of slavery. For many 
years he wus a member of Philadelphia’s Board 
of Educatiou and exerted himself in extending 
the public schools to colored children. He was 
also a member of the convention which gavea 
new Constitution to the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and was one of the most active 
men engaged in that undertaking. Although 
he was so active in politics and was the idol of 
the Democrats of the lower section of Philadel- 

hia he would never accept a public office until 

obert E. Pattison was elected Governor of 
Pennsylvania. Gov. Pattison had formerly 
been a student in Mr. Cassidy’s office and when 
the Chief Executive of the State offered the 
office of Attorney General to Mr. Cassidy the 
latter accepted it. He showed great ability 
and learning while in this office and was suc- 
cessful in all the great constitutional cases he 
argued before the Supreme Court. bs 

Mr. Cassidy went to the Democratic National 
Convention in 1880 as a Samuel! J. Randall dele- 
gate, and refused the honor of nominating Gen. 
Wintield 8. Hancock for the Presidenoy of the 
United States on the ground that it would a 

ear treacherous to his own candidate, Randall. 

nthe latter part of his life Mr. Cassidy with- 
drew altogether from criminal practice in the 
law, and devoted himself to corporation ana 
other large civil eases. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Francis N. Tucker, the Assistant Statistician of 
the Produce Exchange, died at his residence, 48 
Second-place, Brooklyn, Sunday evening, of pneu- 
monia. He was fifty-eight years old, © had been 
in the empioy of the Exchange for fourteen years. 
Prevoius to that he was for a time a bookkeeper for 
A. T. Stewart, and at one time he was possessed of 
considerable means. He was very popular at the 
Exchange, and his death is deeply regretted by 
many. 


J. L. Schutt, proprietor of the Laurel House, in 
proximity to Kaaterskill Falls, in the Catskill 
Mountains, is dead, aged sixty-seven years.

A PROPOSITION TO OPEN THE ASSOCIA- 
TION TO WOMEN. 


The New-York Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
Association held its regular meeting in 8t. Luke's 
Hospital last evening. There were present 
Hyman Blum, the Rev. George 8. Baker, George 
W. Kruger, Charles N. Kent, Robert Olyphant, 
A. G. Agnew, W. G. Riddle, the Kev. Henry 8. 
Day, Dr. George G. Wheelock, Charles 8. Smith, 
George Macculloch Miller, John 8. Bussing, A. 
B. Ansbacher, Henry Rosenwald, R. Waller, 
Jr., I. Eppinger, and Louis Stix. 

After some preliminary business, during 
which the application of St. John’s Guild for 
membership was read, President Miller stated 


that the purpose of the meeting was to formu- 
late the work for the coming collection at the 
end of the year. Frederick F. Cook, General 
Agent of the association, gave an account of 
the preparations for the collection. He had 
a four or five thousand lists to mail to 

usiness houses where no collections had been 
made, and had put the boxes in order for the 
reception of collections. Last year about one 
hundred boxes were placed in_ factories. 
This year about two hundred and fifty 
hoxes will be put in factories where none were 
used before. A canvass of the factories will 
also be made. Boxes will be put up in the ele- 
vated railway stations and other places. Alto- 
gether there will be about 81x hundred tin boxes 
putup. In addition, the two dozen glass boxes 
yas up last year will be increased to three 

ozen this year. President Miller waa autbor- 
ized to have the number of glass boxes increased 
at his discretion. 

President Miller said the woman’s fund was 
inaugurated two years ago and was increased 
somewhat last year, but it had not grown as it 
should. He thought means might be taken to 
interest women in the collections to the great 
advantage of the association. He had seen in 
London apparently high-born women standing 
by the boxes on hospital collection days solicit- 
ing funde. He would pot ask that women 
should do that in New-York, but their services 
ought to be enlisted. 

Charles 8. Smith, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, suggested that women should have 
ai representation in the Hospital Association. 
President Miller turned to the constitution of 
the association and found that it provided that 
the association should be composed of certain 
persons therein vamed * ana such other gentle- 
men as may hereafter be elected by atwo-thirds 
vote.” He suggested that the constitution 
might be amended at the next meeting if notice 
of such intention to amend were given at the 
present meeting. 

‘After remarks by several members, Mr. 
Smith said if it were the sense oft the meeting 
he would give notice of intention to amend the 
constitution by 1userting the words ‘‘or ladies” 
after the word “gentiemen” in the above-quoted 
clause. To testi the sense ot the meeting those fa- 
voring the proposed amendment were ordered to 
rise. Every member promptly rose to his feet. 

The aesociation collected $52,039 63 last 
year, of which $27,730 88 was. from religious 
sources ‘and $24,308 75 from secular sources, 
These collections were the largest in the ten 
years of its existence, except those of 1886.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 

. BALTIMORE AND OHIO ROAD. 

THE SIXTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
PROVES MOST SATISFACTORY TO 
THE STOCKHOLDERS. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 18,—At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company held to-day twelve Directors 
were elected as foliows: James Sloan, Jr., Will- 
jam F, Burns, Decatur H. Miller, William H. 
Blackford, Aubrey Pearre, George De B. Keim, 
Wesley A. Tucker, Maurice Gregg, J. Wilcox 
Brown, Will F. Frick, George A. von Lingen, and 
George ©. Jenkins. The only changes in the 
board are those caused by the withdrawal of W. 
G. Atkinson in favor of his partner, George A, 
von Lingen, who for many years, until his ab- 
sence at the last election, represented the inter- 
ests of his firm and family.in the road, and the 
election of Mr. George C. Jenkins, who also rep- 


resents large individual and family interests, in 
the place of Mr. C. F. Mayer, the President of 
the company. 

The vote cast in indorsement of the present 
administration of the company amounted to 
94,028 sharee, which is the largest ever cast in 
the history of the company. 

The sixty-third annual report shows that the 
gross Carnings in 1889 were $21,303,001; the ex- 
penses, $14,810,844; thenetearnings, $6,492,- 

57; the income from sources other than the 
operations of the property, $1,265,861; the avail- 
able income for the fiscal year, $7,400,367; the 
intereston the bonded debt, the rentals, taxes, 
and other charges, $6,208,562; and after their 
payment, and the payment of $300,000, (being 
dividends atthe rate of 6 per cent. on the ea- 
tire issue of $5,000,000 of preferred stock of 
the company,) there remained $891,805, an in- 
crease of $382,886, as compared with 1888. 
After the further Bw oeopes of $372,487 in re- 
duction of the bonded indebtedness of the com- 
pany, there remained a balance of $519,318. 

The tonnage which the Baltimore and Ohio 
carried in 1884 was 8,629,048 tons; in 1889 
it carried 12,161,380 tons, or nearly 1,000.- 
000 tons more than in 1888. The company has 
expended this year in betterments $1,529,101. 
The expenditures on the same account for the 
year 1888 were $2,943,367. Of these expendi- 
tures $881,425 was for the lines east of Baltt- 
more, chiefly for rights of way, real estate on 
the Philadelphia and Schuylkill River East-side 
Railroads, for the construction of branch lines 
tothe steel works at Steelton, for completing 
the double track on the Philadelphia Dt- 
vision, and for dooks and wharves. The 
expenditures on the main system, namely, 
$345,592, were mainly for, constructing a sec- 
ond track on. the Metropolitan branch, com- 
pleting certain branch jines, and for floating 
equipment for the harbor of New-York. The 
company has again charged off to “ profit and 
loss” to Sept. 30, 1889, the sum of $607,617 for 
depreciation of equipment, including engines 
and cars condemned and destroyed. This is in 
addition to the sum of $4,000,000 which was 
charged to ‘profit and loss” during the previ- 
ous fiscal year, 

The Board ot Directors recommend the atock- 
holders to give authority to indorse $700,000 of 
the first mortgage 5 per cent. bonds of the Mo- 
nongahela River Railroad Company—the line 
recently constructed through the valuable cval 
fields lying between the main line at Fairmount 
and the Parkersburg branch at Clarksburg, to 
each of which lines the Monongahela River 
Railroad will be a valuable feeder. The report 
calls attention to the fact that the physical 
condition of the property and its eauipment 
have been steadily improved during the year, 
but that for the current fiscal year it will be 
necessary to make considerable outlays in en- 
larging and improving the terminal facilities at 
various points, with the view of getting the 
greatest possible service out of the rolling 
stock. *

A DECISION AFFIRMED. 

NBW-ORLEANS, Nov. 18.—The Louisiana Su- 
preme Court to-day affirmed the decision of the 
lower court in favor of defendant in the case of 
the Texas Pacific Railroad against the Southern 
Pacific Company. Plaintiff sued to enforce 
compliance with an agreement executed Nov. 
26, 1881, between the lines in Texas and 
Louisiana, operated respectively by Collis P. 
Huntington and Jay Gould, designed to adjust 
certain differences between them and to end 
litigation arising therefrom. The plaintiff’s de- 


mand is to recover the excess realized by the 
defendant company from Nov.1, 1884, to March 
31, 1887, amounting to $350,717 79; a similar 
excess of $200,000 from March, 1887, to Jan- 
uary, 1888, and an additional claim of $5,859 49 
for excess of earnings in its favor in the opera- 
tion of certain lines in Mexico. 

Following is an abstract from the decision 
handed down to-day: ‘All contracts which 
have a tendency to stifle competition or to 
create or foster monopolies, with a view to un- 
reasonably increasing the market value of com- 
modities or against public interest and contrary 
to public policy, and to enhance such contracts, 
can confer on the party thereto no rights 
which costs of justice can recognize and en- 
force. . ,lroa companies which have a 
through and separate line of communication be- 
tween twogiven points are held to be competing 
companies for all trattic between such points, 
An arrangement by which two competing sys- 
tems of railroads agree to divide their earnings 
for traffic between given points for which pre- 
viously competing is against public interest, 
contrary to public policy, and cannot be judi- 
cially enforced. In disposing of such cases the 
courts will not deoree the nullity of the contract 
sought to be enforced. They simply abatain 
from dealing with it or adjudicating any rights 
arising thereunder, or giving their aid for the 
division of the results, although as certain be- 
tween the parties thereto.” 


A MEETING OF PRESIDENTS. 

There will be a meeting to-day of the trunk 
line Presidents at the rooms of the Executive 
Committee, in the New-York Life Insurance 
Building. Among other questions to be con- 
sidered is that of the payment of commissions 
for passenger business, which, it is said, bas 
been renewed recently by a number of roads. 
The Wabash, the Chicago and Atiantic, and the 
Niagara Short Line are openly offering commis- 
sions. There is a possibility that a proposition 
to discontinue business with the offenders will 
be adopted. 

It is not likely that the matter pf appointing 
a Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
trunk lines, to succed Albert Fink, who resigned 
some months ago, will be touched upon. It was 
referred to a sub-committee consisting of Presi- 
dents Depew, King, and Roberts, and they have 
as yet given no sign of an intention to make a 
report, Mr. Fink’s ultimate return to his old 
piace has been hinted at, but that is said to be 

ardly probable. There is no doubt that the 
Presidents would like to have hini, ana that be 
still retains an interest in the department. But 
when he went away his physicians recdtmend- 
ed an extended rest. He has been visiting his 
old home in Germany, and making a tour of 
the German health resorts. He is expected 
back to this country some time in December. 


A NEW ERA IN RAILROADING. 
ELKO, Nev., Nov. 18.—The first limited fast 
mail on the Union Pacific Railroad reached here 
on time. Notwithstanding the extraordinary 
fast schedule time from Council Biuffs to 
Odgen, the run was made without any difficulty. 
The fact that this fast time can be made is now 
no longer a matter of doubt, and that it will 
prove a new era in raiiroading is the opinion 
of the best railroad authorities in the country. 
Thirteen tons of mail were placed on board the 
limited at Omaha, and, notwithstanding the 
large amount, it was thoroughly worked up and 
ready for its several distributions before Green 
River was reached, the junction where the fast 
mail separates from the California fast math. 
Salt Lake and Ogden people are now able to re- 
ceive their mail anywhere from eight to ten 
hours earlier, and, inatead of receiving it-in the 
afternoon as formerly, they will uow get it in 
the morning.

ATTACKING GERMAN POLICY. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The Reichstag to-day dis- 
cussed the estimates for the Home Oftice. Dur- 
ing the debate Herr Richter, the leader of the 
German Liberals, moved the stoppage of the 
steamship service to Samoa and Sydney and a 
corresponding reduction of the subvention to 
the North German Lioya Company. He de- 
clared that the service was a dead loss. 

Herr von Boetticher, Minister of the Interior, 
coutended that although the Samoan service 
was unproductive, yet it assisted the general 
expansion of German trade. The giving up of 
the route meant a step backward. The matter 
Was referred to the Budget Committee, 

Herr Barth, a Progressist, moved to rescind 
the  aarrenmacs on the importation of foreign 
cattle. 

Prof. Virchow supported the motion. He 
declared that the restrictions were enforced 
solely in the interests of farmers and land 
owners. 

Herr von Boetticher protested that the law 
aimed to preserve the health of German cattle. 
Disease continued rife abroad. The increase in 
the price of meat was not confined to Ger- 
many, but was e og | noticeable in neighbor- 
ing countries. Tne interdict against the im- 
portation of cattle was not the sole cause of the 
advance in prices, 

At this point the debate was adjourned. 


DISSATISFIED LABOR. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The strike of the London 
bakers, which was fixed for to-day, was a small 
affair. Only 450 of the journeymen went out, 
the de¢nands of the others having been granted 
bv the employers. 

The Staffordshire and Worcestershire nail- 
makers have struck for an advance of 25 per 
cent. in their wages. 

Lord Londonderry has granted the demands 
of the etriking colliers at hia Silkaworth Col- 
liery, Durham, and work will be resumed at 


once. Three thousand men were affected by 
the strike. 


LOOKING AFTER NIHILISTS. 
St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 18.—Sixteen students 
of the Military Academy of Medicine have 
been expelled for attending a funeral ‘service 


for M. Tchernichewsky, the Nihilist, who died 
recently. 

For several days the authorities have been 
investigating what they believed to be a plot 
against the Emperor. The result is that several

EGYPT HAS A SURPLUS. 

Catro, Nov. 18.—The Egyptian budget for the 
coming year abolishes weighing dues on cotton 
and other agricultural products, increases the 
educational grants, restores the amounts pre- 
viously deducted from the Khédive’s civil list, 
and provides for various railway extensions.

HENEY BEARDS CONDITION, 





STILL UNCONSCIOUS LAST NIGHT AT THE 
ROOSEVELT HOSPITAL. 


Henry Beard, the artist, whose accidental, 


asphyxiation at the Homestead Hotel was re- 
ported in yesterday’s TimgEs, had not regained 
consciousness at a late hour last night. It was 
reported at the Roosevelt Hospital that his 
temperature had decreased slightly from the 
high point, 103°, at which it had stood for 
the twenty-four hours succeeding his admis- 


sion, and he breathed a little less laboriously. 
But he was still in a critical condition, with but 
‘bare chances for his recovery. He has been 
treated by artificial inhalation of oxygen, but 
not by transfusion of blood, which is sometimes 
resorted to in such cases. - 

Relatives who visited him during the day 
based strong hopes of his ultimate recovery 
upon their kuowlege of his great vitality and 
robustness, They furthermore declare that 
there was no known cause for an attempt at 
suicide by the unfortunate man, but, on the 
contray, the conditions of all his personal 
afiairs were pleasant and agreeable, and his 
own disposition was exceptionally cheerful, 
Besides, all the circumstances of the ocour- 
rence indicate that it was an accident. He had 
an appointment to do some sketching with a 
friend in Central Park, and tarried so long over 
it that he was late for his train and put up at 
the hotel, as he had frequently done before un- 
der similar circumstances. There were two 
burners on the gas fixture, that were governed 
by but one stopcock, a fact of which he was un- 
aware; and when he had lighted one of the jets 
he evidently threw himself on the bed, fully 
clothed as he was, for a few moments’ rest be- 
fore going to his dinner.

AN APPRAISER WHO sAID THE PAINT. | 
INGS WERE NOT GENUINE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Acting Secretary 
Batoheller has settled the questions involved 
in the controversy between the custome offi- 
cers at Detroit and Mr. James E. Seripps of that 
city in regard to certain paintings imported by 
the latter and claimed to be exempt from duty 
_ &8 “aritiquities.” It appears from 4 statement 
by Mr. Scripps that he spent -atout two years 
abroad collecting paintings to illustrate the 
work of the old masters, and that he collected 
about eighty paintings, fifty of Which te has pre- 
sented to the Detroit Museum of Art. He says 
that all the paintings included in the importa- 
tion were executed prior to the year 1700, with 
the exception of certain works of Cavalette, 
Vauvitelll, Guardi, and Panuini, and a painting 
by Benjamin West, the American artist. 

The Appraiser reported that the painting 
with few exceptions, are, in his opinion, no 
genuine productions of the artists to whom 
they are asoribed. The Collector assessed duty 
fn accordance with the Appraiser’s return. The 
Treasury Department has decided that the paint- 
ings presented to the eee Museum and the 

ainting by Benjamin Wést are exempt from 
Soty and that, while the evidence produced 
as to the antiquity of the other paintings, 
which rests mainly on the fact that they 
were purchased from well-known galleries as 
genuine examples of the work of artists who 
died prior to 1700, and on the opitiion of experts 
is not aitogether conclusive, it goes far to estab- 
lish the elaim of the imperter. The Colector is 
therefore authorized to act accordingly uniess 
he has proof to the contrary. Such of the paint- 
ings as are neither presented to the Detroit 
Museum nor passed as antiquities are to be 
charged with duty.

SUPREME COURT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day rendered an opinion in a 
case involving the proper definition of the term 
“statuary” in the Tariff act of 1880 and 1881. Tif- 
fany of New-York imported various bronze stabnes 
and statuettes, which, he claimed, were dutiable at 
10 per cent. under the provision for statuary, while 
Coeliector Merritt assessed duty at 46 per cent. as 
non-enumerated munufactures of copper, the Col- 
lester deciding that the clause providing thet “stat: 
uary shall be understood to include professional 


preductions of a statuary or of a seulptor only” ex- 
cluded the importations in question. 

The Circuit Court for the Southern District of 
New-York gave judgment in favor of the importer. 
The evidence at the trial showed that the statues 
imported were reproductions in bronze of noted 
figures, and were nearly all made by manufacturers 
or mechanics, the model of the figures being pre- 
pared bya sculptor and an unlimited number of 
copies then being made without the sculptor’s aid. 
The court says that while it 18 difficult give a 
general definition of what productions are to be 
deemed professional productions ofa statuary or 
soulptor, it is sufficient for the present case to say 
that the definition embraces sach works of art as 
are the result of the artist’s own creation, or are 
copies of them made under his direction oF super- 
vision, or copies of works of other artists made 
under the direction and supervision of another art- 
ist, as distinguished from. the productions of the 
manufacturer or mechanic. ‘ 

The court hoids that the lower court erred in re- 
fusing to instract the jury that “if they find from 
the evidence that the imported articles were made 
not by professional sculptors or statuaries, or by 
their assistants under their direction, but were 
made by skilled workmen or méchanics {n the em- 
ploy of the manufacturer, then their verdict should 
be in favor of the Collector.’””’ The judgment of the 
lower court is therefore reversed. Opinion by Mr. 
Justice Field

WIINESSES IN THH DOOK IN- 
VESTIGATION. 
SOME AWAIT ORDERS OF COURT AND 
OTHERS DECLINE TO BE DEFINITE 
IN THEIR STATEMENTS. | 


{ Corporation Counsel Clark and the Commis- 
Sioners of Accounts yesterday resumed their 
Investigation of the Dock Department. A com- 
munication was received from Assistant Dock- 
master Thompson explaining that owing to his 
father’s death on Sunday he could not attend as 
@ witness. His father was Charies H. Thomp- 
son of 83 Hendricks-street, Brooklyn, who was 
until last Friday in the employ of the depart- 
ment as a Dockmaster. On: Thursday the Com- 
missioners asked young Thompson to get his 
father’s resignation, as he was understood to 
be afflicted with an incurable disease, and on 
Friday the resignation’ was received and ac. 
cepted, and young Thompson was appointed 
Assistant Dockmaster in his father’s former 


district at an annua) salary of $1,200. It was 
——- $0 excuse young Thompson until Thurs- 
ay. 

Frederick W. Stark, Vice President of the 
New-York and Lake Champlain Transportation 
Company, has an office in Coenties-slip. His 
Yather was formerly a Dock Commissioner. 
Young Stark’s appearance before the Commis- 
gioners of Accounts was due to the testimony of 
Dockmaster Thompson’s son given last week, 
to the effect that Mr. Stark was their banker. 
Mr. Stark appeared yesterday, but did not 
bring his books, as requested. Instead he sub- 
mitted a transcript of the books. He said he 
had no objection to an expert examining his 
books. He was asked to write an order and did 
80 without hesitation. 

fhe witness was unable to tell how much the 
Thompsons had deposited with him. They had 
put in wharfage colleetions, salary checks, 
aud church moneys. The elder Thompson was 
Treasurer of a church in East New-York, The 
witness declared that he had nothing to show 
the separate sums deposited. He kept an ac- 
count at the Produce Exchange Bank and each 
week Grew acheck for the Thompsons to the 
order of Treasurer Matthews of the Dock Board. 
Acvording to the transcript, there is due from 
the Thompsons $81 31. Fora period of about 
five months their deposits were over $6,000. 

Dockmaster Patrick J. Brady brought his 
three bank books for the inspection of the Com- 
missioners, but when they asked him about 
the various items contained in them he got con- 
fused. One deposit of nearly $500, ne said, 
was paid him by his brother-in-law on a loan 
account. He could not explain why his wharf- 
fige collections were so small in months when 

« he received checks for $500 from one source, 
Although ne had three bank accounts, he kept 
large sums of money handy in his pockets or at 
home. He could not tell why one pier brought 
$25,000 rent to the city und another about as 
good yielded from collections only $2,159, ex- 
cept that business at the public piers varied. 

There is a rule in the Dock Department that 
makes it the duty of masters to collect top 
fade 5 at the rate of 5 cents per ton where 

* material is stored on piers longer than twenty- 
four hours. Brady said this rule was not in 
force and he never collected top wharfage. He 
never knew of any one who violated the rule 
being fined or compelled to pay top wharf- 
age. He declarea that he had no means of 
knowing how much he collected at any 

ier oon any particular day. Last 
Thursday and Friday he _ called about 
$10 or $12from the whole district; for the 
week about $130. Hethoughtif he had col- 
lected top wharfage at pier 38 his collections 
‘would amount to $1,000 instead of $500. Dur- 
ing the past four years his collections aggre- 
gated boat $36,000, but he did not think the 
city had lost that sum ‘by his failure to collect 
top wharfage. He admitted that by his neglect 
the city had lost $2,000 on one pier. He did 
not know who profited by this loss, but he 
would not swear that Carson, his assistant, had 
not. 

Dockmaaster Bogert last week testified that he 
and his wife had joint accounts in two Port Jer- 
vis banks. The Commissioners, under the court 
rulings in the market investigation, issued sub- 
poenas for Charles 8t. John, President of the 
National Bank of Port Jervis, ang for M., C. 
Everitt, President of the First National Bank 
of Port Jervis. These witnesses came to this 
city yesterday with Bogert and ex-Judge 
Arthar C. Butts as counsel for all three, Presi- 
dent St. John was sworn a8 a witness, but ex- 
Judge Butte at once interrupted the proveed- 
ings by stating that he h advised his client 
not to testify or produce the books of the bank 
until compelled to do so by an order of the Su- 
preme Court. . : 

During the discussion which ensued ex-Judge 
Butts announced that he also appeared for Mr. 
Bogert, who hada grievance against the Com- 
missioners. They had his private memorandum 
book and had taken it from him in a Manner 
not to his satisfaction, He wished it restored 
forthwith, and ir his wish was complied with 
he and‘his wife would gladly furnish the Com- 
missioners with all the information in their 

ower. Commissioner Holahan said that the 
acts in the matter of the book transaction had 
evidently been misrepresented to ex-Judge 
Butts. The memorandum book was not. re- 
turned. 

President St. John, in reply to Mr. Clark, 
said he did not feel justified in [green 3 the 
accounts of depositors, and must therefore de- 
cline todo so. Heknew that the account was 
Mrs. Bogert’s and notajointone. He did not 
know that Bogert had testified that there was a 
joint account. 

President Everitt also formally declined to 
testify before the Commissioners uniess com- 
pelied to by an order of court. He gaid that 
Mrs. Bogert’s account had been mage for 
five or six years. Deposits had been made in- 
frequently during that time. Bogert had 
drawn checks as attorney for his wife. 

One of the most interesting witnesses during 
the session was Juseph B. Erwin, the brother 
of Senator George Zerubbabel Erwin. He said 
he had been four anda half years a Dockmas- 
ter. He came here from Albany, but not until 
he was assured of an appointment. He boarded 
for a short time in East Eleventh-street, near 
St. Stephen’s Hotel, but could not remember 
the number of the house or the lessee of 
itor the name of any one who lived there. 
Since the investigation he had studied the re- 
turns from his districts—Nos. 9 and 10—and 
‘was familiar with the amounts given in the last 
annaal report of the department. Outside of 
these figures, which he supposed were correct, 
he could not tell about amounts collected at 
stated piers in given periods. He said he never 
made a practice of collecting top wharfage, be- 
cause thatrule in the printed instructions of 
the department was not enforced. 


Erwin has an account in the Riverside Bank. 
Before he opened it he kept one in the Ninth- 
Avenne Bank. District No. 9 was worth to the 
city about $3,00V a year, and District No. 10 
yYieided about $10,000. 

The Corporation Counsel suddenly switched 
off from his general line of attack and attempt- 
ed to find out the relations between the witness 
and several contracting firms who do business 
in the Dock Department. 

“Did you ever receive any sum under any 
name for any purpose?” 

“J refuse to answer.” 

“Why ?” 

* Because I don’t wish to.” 

*“ Because it will criminate you?” 

“T wili make that excuse now.” 

“Then you refuse to auswer whether you éver 
eoilected any sum from these men who use 
these piers. Is that what you mean?’ 

“ Yes, Sir.” 

‘Did you consider that the sums you collect- 
ed belonged to the city or belonged in part to 
the city and in part to yourself ?” 

“TIT don’t admit that I collected any.” 

‘“*Were you a partner with the city in the col- 
lection of the sums?’ 

* No, Sir.” 

“All sums odllected by you belonged to the 
city. Was that your understanding ?” 

“I don’t say that I collected any money.” 

“Tam talking about what you understood to 
be your duty in the matter of turning over 
money. Did you consider that all the money 
you collected from tbe water fronts of the 
city belonged to thecity, no matter for what 
purpose you collected it?” 

*All moneys I collected for the city I turned 
over to the city.” 

“ But [am talking about the money collected 
for water-front privileges ?” 

“«T gave no privileges.” 
©“ 'Then, all the money collected from persons 
using the water front?” 

“1 collected no money.” 

“Did you ever collect any money from Peck 
& Martin?’ '

Corporation Counsel Clark said he was 
through with the witness un‘il the court or- 
dered him to answer whether he ever received 
money from Peck, Martin & Go., Canda & Kane, 
and Canda & Smith. 
During the recess Erwin apologized to the 
Commissioners and promised to. answer their 
questions if given another trial. Accordingly 
he was recalied, but, when pressed with ques- 
tions about his cash trarsactions, sud- 
denly became forgetful. His examination 
Was not much more satisfactory than at the 
early session. He said he did not remember. 
how much he received from Peck, Martin & Co. 
© thought he had turned over:to the city all 
the maney he had collected from water-front 
rivileges. Hy would not say positively that 

© had turned in all the money he received from 
Peck, Martin & Co. He was asked if he had any 
doubt on the subject. He aidn’t know. He 
thought he had turned in all this money he had 
collected from Canda & Kane.. There was not 

-much doubtin his mind on the subject. He 
would not swear positively about it. 

“Does any one know how ‘much money re- 
ceived from Peck, Martin & Co. you kept and 
how much you turned in?” he was asked. 

“IT don’t know.” 

“ Are you an honest map?’ 

“T consider that Lam. | You have no right to 
doubt wy integrity.”

Erwin waa dismiesed with the understanding

. Dockmaster George A. Dearborn confirmed 
the opinion that the top wharfage rule in the 
department is generally violated. He wade 
known the fact that ex-Senator G, W. Plunkitt 
has a bulkhead privilege for his sand businesa 
and pays $3 per month, 

Dockmaster William T. Coggeshall, a brother 
of Senator Coggeshall, testified that he had 
been Dockmaster of District No. 12 for two 
months. *He assisted his’ predecessor, Mr. 
Husted, for two months. Mr. Husted su ed 
Mr. Ryan. This entire district is used by cov- 
tractors, among them Peok, Martin Co., 
Canda & Kane, John A. Bonker, Brown & 
Fleming, Norman & O’Brien, and G. W. Poe. 
For the past feur months the returns from the 
district were $910 39. At that rate, compared 
with Ry.an’s returns, the receipts of the district 
are falling off about $2,000 a year. 

Dockmaster William J. Reilly was recalled to 
testify that during his two months in District No, 
4 the accrued wharfage amounted to $3,541 49, 
of which he had collected $2,808 51, He de- 
tined top wharfage as an incumbrance, and 
whenever he discovered any he ordered it re- 
maved. He never collected any top wharfage. 
Last July the witness got a notice from Chief 
Engineer Greene of the Dock Department stat- 
ing that all Assistant Dockmasters had been 
dismissed. He asked Commissioner Cram about 
the notice, aud was told that the discovery had 
been made that assistants were illegal. 

The investigation will go on to-day. 


REVISING BUILDING LAWS. 


SOME OF THE AMENDMENTS PROPOSED 
BY THE COMMITTEE. 


The efforts of the Board of Building Exam- 
iners, which during the present month is sit- 
ting as a committee on the revision of the local 
building iaws, are not meeting with that"degree 
of public interest and attention which it had 
hoped to arouse in this important subject. 
Meetings are held on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
and Fridays of each. week, from 3 
to 5 o’clock, in the board room 
of the Board of Underwriters in the 
Mutual Life Insurance Building. During the 
first hour the public is invited to be present and 
tomake suggestions toward the improvement 
of the existing laws. Thus far the offers of aid 
have beea few, but the members of the com- 
mittee are themselves working hard, and have 


already discussed various ~endments which 
ultimately are likely to be advpted. 

At yesterday’s session William J. Fryer, Jr., 
of the Society of Architectural Iron Manufact- 
urers’ announced that on Wednesday Mr. F. H. 
Kimball, the architect, would offer and explain 
certain changes in the seetions of the laws re- 
lating to the building of theatres. ‘It is an in- 
teresting fact in this connection,” said Mr. 
Fryer, “that thia portion of the New-York law, 
which is based on:the Vienna laws on the same 
subject, has been adopted, with almost no va- 
riations, by the city of Paris.” 

The following are the proposed amendments 
to Section 476, which were discussed at yester- 
day’s meeting: 


Walls, when reinforced by vertical iron col- 
umne of proper atrength, built within or persiely 
within or alongside of same, and having horizon 
iron girders in connection with said columns to re- 
ceive the ends of floor beams, thus euppecsing the 
fioors and loads that may be placed thereon inde- 
pendently of the brickwork, may be reduced in 
thicknéss proportionately to thé weight relieved 
therefrom, provided that the greatest decrease in 
the thickness of such walls shall not exceed 12 
inches where the greatest thickness occurs, and in 
pe wg shall the Teast thickness be less than 12 
nches. 

When any independent wall is built immediately 
ecreamne. another independent wall, whose latter 
thickness would be of the lawful requirement un- 
der this title for a party wall, then in that case the 
new wall so adjoining may be reduced in thickness 
8inches where the various thicknesses are other- 
wise required to be more than 24 inches, and 4 
inches where more than 16 inches thick, provided 
that no part of said wall shall be reduced to less 
than 16 inches thick, and also provided that the 
new wall shall not exceed the height of the adjoin- 
ing wall by more than 5 feet, 

alls built for or intended to be used as party 

8, whose thickness at the time of their erection 
was in accordance with the requirements of then 
existing laws, bas which are not strictly in accord- 
ance with the thickness required under this title, 
may be used, if in good condition, for the ordinary 
uses of party walls, provided the height of same be 
not increased. 


To Section 477: 


At the end of the fourth paragraph add: “In the 
case of flat roofs, and for h aps erg roofs, the aver- 
age of the height of the gable shall be taken as the 
highest point of that wall”

Thp invitation was responded to with an en- 
thuslasm which brought the blood to the Ener- 
lish actor’s cheeks, and scarcely had the glasses 
found their rest again when he arose and told 
of his appreciation of the compliment paid to 
him. 

“When I attempt to speak here,” he said, “TI 
cannot forbear to think of what a friend of 
mine has just whispered in my ears. He said: 
*“Wyndhban, it is a great compliment to you, for 
you have witb you here the brains of the United 
States.”” Mr. Wyndham repeated his grati- 
tude for the attention which had been paid 
him, bat deprecated the praise which had been 
bestowed upon him by his host, because he 
thought that ‘though Iam a promising young 
man, it would be better for Mr. Palmer to 
keep me down.” 

«There was a time,” said Gen. Sherman, the 
next speaker, ‘‘ when there was a jealousy be- 
tween English and American actors. This 
seems to be done away with, and when the 
time comes when men shall be brothers the 
world over it sha)l be in a great part due to the 
stage.” Gen. Sherman then became reminis- 
cent and spoke of Boston, of the elder Booth, 
of the long succession of comedians who have 
furnished laughter for this country for three 
decades, and then, with a compliment to Mr. 
Wyndham, retired for Gen. Porter to answer the 
toast, ‘‘ Our Brethren and Sisters of the Eng- 
lish Stage.” 

“We are always ready in this country,” said 
Gen. Porter, “ to welcome the representatives 
of thé arts and the sciences. We would be un- 
true to our mother land if we did not hold in 
due-reverence the glories of the English stage 
which gave us a Shakespeare. We realize that 
from Garrick to the present day there is a 
galaxy of names it upholds which eclipses the 
lustre of the names of all other stages in 
Christendom.” 

“The American Stage” was talked about by 
Mr. Depew. Hespoke of the appreciation of 
American art as shown by England in her pur- 
chase of our railway lithographs, and declared 
that he had a distinguished appreciation of 
English art since his picture had been pub- 
lished in Vanity Fair. “But I am uncertain,” 
he went on, “as to what we are to do with this 
new English invasion. They have captured 
our breweries, our patent medicines; they have 
filled our stage with English actors and our 
pulpits with Scotch-Irish divines, But, as Hor- 
ace Porter says, we welcome genius from 
wheresoever it comes. We have been proud of 
tbe American stage for a half a century. We 
have been proud of the forceful methods of 
Forrest and are proud of the subtlety of Edwin 
Booth. We had our pride of comedy in Gilbert, 
in Florence, in Jefferson, and in that indefina- 
bie charm which rests in Ada Rehan. [Ap- 

plause.] But we have learned from Irving and we 
are learning from all these great English actors 

» who visit us. Butidon’t like tragedy. 1 see 
enough of tragedy, for Lam supposed to sit at 
the portals of wealth. [ thank God for the man 
or the woman who makes me laugh. 

“But all this reminds mé of au incident which 
occurred while I was in London. I was seated 
with an English friend at dinner when he said: 
*Isn’t 1t terrible that the Shah should send that 
beautiful Circassian girl home to be smothered?’

LAWSON N. FULLER EXPLAINS THAT 
REMARKABLE VOTE. ra 


Lawson N. Fuller was generally supposed to 
have been a candidate for Assemblyman from 
the Nineteenth Assembly District at the last 
election, and previous to the election Mr. 
Fuller was at least an accessory to the spread 
of the rumor. But the sorry figure that he cut 
in the returns has aroused the suspicion that 
there was a mistake made somewhere, and that 
the results of the election, so far at least as Mr. 
Fuller was concerned in them, should be ex- 
plained. The deadly hatred that has. for years 
existed between Mr. Fuller and the goats that 
graze upon the bill posters, tomato cans, and 
fruit of the clothes lines of Carmansville, 
Washington Heights, and Inwood, was the first 
explanation that occurred to the friends of the 
defeated, but still undaunted, candidate. ‘he 
not unreasonable suggestion that the goats, 
feeling the occasion one so auspicious that its 
like would never occur sgain, had seized upon 
it in an effort to revenge themselves upon their 
enemy for many an indignity suffered at his 


hands, and had eaten up all his ballote, was 
accepted and believed by many. 

But this seems to be a mistake. Mr. Fuller 
says he was and was not a candidate. He is 
the champion of rapid transit for the upper end 
of Manhattan Island, where all his local inter- 
ests are and where his, popularity witb all 
classes—except the aboriginal goats—is only 
equaled by that of his quartet of beautiful 
little Wilkes stallions. In the interest of rapid 
transit, which is desired above all things else 
by the Nineteenth District, several of Mr. 
Fuller’s neighbors urged him to become their 
candidate for the Assembly. There were Dem- 
ocrats, Republicans, and men who wore no 
party label among them, and he was assured 
that he would have the united support of the 
entire opposition to Tammany Hall. This was 
all that was necessary to his success as a candi- 
date, but it was esseutial that there should be a 
union of the Kepublicans and County Demo- 
crats, for in a three-cornered fight, such as has 
generally been had, Taramany Hail has always 
elected its candidate. 

Upon the assurance that he should have the 
indorsement of the Republicans Mr, Fuller ac- 
cepted the County Democracy nomination and 
began his canvass. His popularity was soon 
demonstrated by the rallying of the voters 
without distinction of party—except the goatse— 
to his standard. Mereupon the cupidity and 
partisanship of the Kepublicans got the better 
of their fidelity, and they eniered upon a weak 
design to capture the daigtrict. They argued 
that Fuller’s candidacy would draw so many 
votes from Tammany Hall that they could slip 
their manin on a plurality, and so they nom- 
inated Henry Altman. Many Republicans were 
disgusted with the action of their party ma- 
chine, and strenuous efforts were made down to 
the very day of electionto have Altman with- 
drawn and Fuller indorsed. But the efforts 
were not successful, and when election morning 
dawned the conditions seemed favorable for the 
success of the Republicanscheme. This Mr. Ful- 
ler could not tolerate, and preferring to remain 
at home, where his daily drive bebind his fieet- 
footed ponies could be indulged under any cir- 
cumstances, he determined at the same time to 
defeat the Republican machine that had so 
meanty deceived bim. So he drove early in the 
day to all the polling places in the lower part 
ot his district and instructed all the County 
Democracy ticket carriers to throw away his 
ballots and use those only for Conuelly, the 
Tammany candidate, This was done with the 
result of electing Connelly by a plurality of 
1,900 over Altman, whose vote was 5,390. Mr. 
Fuller’s vote was 1,496. Whatthe result might 
bave been if the Republicans had not violated 
their agreement was made apparent by the 
vote for the Citizens’ candidate, Allison, for 
Judge of the Court of Commun Pleas, against 
Bischoff, the Tammany candidate for the same 
ottice. Allison received 7,479 votes, against 
4,937 for Bischoff. Mr. Fuller says he isn’t 
much of a politician, and he declares “1 will 
never bappen again.” 





FOUR COMPANIES UONITH. 


BUT IT IS ONLY FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
CONTROLLING RATTAN CUTTING. 


Several of the leading concerns of the coun- 
try engaged in chair-cane cutting have formed 
themselves into a corporation, the better to pro- 
tect themselves against a growing competi- 
tion on the part of home and German workers. 
The members of the corporation are the Wake- 
field Rattan Company of Wakefield, Mass., and 
New-York City; Heywood Brothers & Co., the 
Union Rattan Company of New-York, and E. 
Newton’s Sons of this city. 

The plan has been discussed by the concerns 
named for about a year, and the new company 
starts with a capital of $1,000,000. The con- 
solidation is simply for the cutting of rattan. 
As far as the sale of manufactured articles is 
concerned every member of the corporation will 
act indepedently, as heretofore, 

Charles H. Lang, Jr., manager and treasurer 
of the Waketiela Company, has been made man- 
ager and treasurer of the Central Rattan Com- 
pany, as the new corporation isknown. At 
one of the leading houses it was said yesterday 
that the members of the new corporation be- 
lieved that the consolidation would permit of 
their cutting and selling the cane at a lower 
figure thaa in the past, and that it certainly 
would be a great protection to them in the mat- 
ter of regulating prices. 





WALL-SIREET TALK. 


Wall-street had a genuine sensation yester- 
day; there was an advance of ten full points in 
one stock. The like of this has not been known 
since the Oregon Transcontinental corner. Yes- 
terday’s high-flying was done by the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company. of which Stavesman 
Thomas C. Platt is President. 


No information was any where to be had as to 
the cause of this phenomenal advance except 
that it was the result of manipulation by the re- 
cently-organized bull pool, interested in which 
isone of the leading bear operators of the 
Street. The company’s capital is so small that 
a clique can easily Manceuvre with it, while the 
current activity and high prices in the iron 
market afford plenty of bull ammunition. 


A matter that cut a leas conspicuous figure in 
yesterday’s market, but that bad much more in- 
trinsic importance, haa to do with the prospect- 
ive policy of the Government’s Treasury De- 
partment. It was announced that Secretary of 
the Treasury Windom had called for a confer- 
ence with various New-York bankers with a 
view to withdrawing the Goverument’s deposits 
from the national banks. Those deposits now 
aggregate nearly $50,000,000. Of such conse- 
quence was this report and so circumstantial 
was it made, that a very decided scare seized 
Wall-street and the money market went kiting 
upward, call loans at one time ruling as high as 
20 per cent. mh 

Few conservative bankers or traders gave the 
report any credence. The taking of such a step 
as that predicted, it was urged by such bankers, 
would result in a panic and have such effects in 
the financial and commercial world as would 
involve the Administration hopelessly. Still, 
there was nobody prepared to make any Official 
denial. All that Assistant Treasurer Ellis H. 
Roberts could say for Secretary Windom and 
the other controllers of the Administration’s 
policy was this: 

“Naturally they are considering all these sub- 
jects now in Washington. I have no information 
to give on the matter reterred to; if I had, [ would 
be pleased to impart 1t.” ‘ 


In the trust stocks “there was some lively 
trading, including a little rally in Cotton Oil 
and a raid on the Lead Trust.

CHANGES NEEDED FOR SAN- 
ITARKY ‘REASONS. 
COMMISSIONERS MUST WORK, AND THAT 
Is WHY PEOPLE WANT MRS. AGNEW 

AND MISS DODGE REAPPOINTED. 


Mayor Grant is expected to announce his ap- 
pointment of seven Commissioners of the Board 
of Education on Wednesday. The Commission- 
ers whose terms expire on Jan. 1 are Henry L.° 
Sprague, H. Walter Webb, Randoiph Guggen- 
heimer, Heury Schmitt, Samuel M, Purdy, Mrs. 
Mary N. Agnew, and Miss Grace BH. Dodge. Mr. 
Webb has already resigned, and it is not known 
whether the Mayor means to reappoint any of 
the others. Public interest centres in his action 
as regards the two women members, 

Reasons why Miss Dodge and Mrs. Agnew 
should be reappointed have been set forth in 
the numerously-signed petition that has been 
presented to the Mayor. This petition bears 
the names of Bishop Potter, Dr. Morgan Dix, 
Rufus Oboate, Grover Cleveland, Levi P. Mor- 
ton, and many others. In addition to this pe- 
tition another to the same effect, prepared by 
Dr. O. B. Douglas, has been signed very exten- 
sively by physicians. 

One of the considerations that have influenced 
the opinions of many of the signers of these 
petitions, especially the physicians, is the. san- 


itary condition of the schools and schoolhouses. 


At the annual meeting of the County Medical 
Society last month areport was made by its 
Commitee on Hygiene on the public school 
buildings and public school system that great- 
ly interested the members. It revealed the 


fact that with careless administration great 
harm might result. The report has never been 
publishe Among other things it says: 

“Five years ago the Committee on eine sub- 
mitted a report on the overcrowding of the public 
schools. This year the subject has again been 
taken up and @ more thorough effort has been made 
to detect possible defects. 

“In that report attention was called to the ex- 
cessive size of classes. ‘The committee regrets to 
state that the same limits, viz., sixty in the gram- 
mar and seventy-five in the primary department, 
are still allowed. An examination of the school 
reports for February, 1888, shows, however, on 
comparison with those of 1883. a slight decrease in 
the number of classes allowed to reach the maxi- 
mum. The years preceding the months chosen tor 
—e showed an average attendance as fol- 
ows:

“ Notwithstanding this increase, the following 
showing is made by the official reports of the aver- 
age attendance in February, 1889, as compared 
with February, 1884:

“This decrease is saia to be due to a stricter en- 
forcement ot the regulations regarding air-space al- 
lowance and does not result from any change of 
policy in regard to the size of classes. 
“The desirability of greatly lessening the size of 
the classes in the interest both of teachers and 
scholars is again emphasized. The rules respecting 
the authorized allowance of air and tioor space per 
pupil appear from the official reports to have been 
rigidly enforoed, In the old buildings the insufii- 
cient minimum allowance of 5 square feet of tloor 
space ani 70 cubic tect of air space for the lowest 
primety grades and 9 square feet of floor space and 
00 cubic feet of air space for the highest grammar 
grades are still adhered to. There is reason to sus- 
pect, however, although the Superintendent of 
Schools is undoubtedly earnestly enforcing this rule, 
and the official reports show a commendable observ- 
ance of it, that it is in some instances evaded by 
teachers or Principals under pressure of excessive 
applications for admission, * * * 

“During the last five years the average at- 
tendance in the public schools has changed trom 
122.822 to 134,248, an increase of 11,426. 
During the same period the seating capacity 
of. the public school buildings has increased 
365,932, or more than three times the inorease 
of average =  attenaance. The t number 
of pupils refused admission to the public schoois in 
1883 was 7,490, in 1888 it was 14,085. The appar- 
ent contradiction between the facts that so many 
children have been rejected, although the seating 
capacity has been increased so greatly, arises from 
the fact that the resident population of the city is 
ecreatly diminishing in certain localities, leaving a 
large number of school buildings partly empty, 
while in certain other localities the growth of pop 
ulation greatly outstrips the school Accommodation 
provided.” 

These facts, the ee say, make it 
plain that the school administration must be 
watchful and efficient to be safe. The necessity 
of vigilance is further emphasized by the com- 
mittee’s report on the condition of the closets, 
which ure said to be well constructed, but bad- 
ly kept; also by the reports from varioue quar- 
ters of children kept in school when suffering 
fromjwhooping cough ana other diseases. These 
reports have been gathered by the committee 
from many sources, and indicate that there 
have been serious abuses in this direction. The 
teachers’ interestin keeping their classes full 
and up to the standard, it is pointed out, have 
failed to send away such childref, but have en- 
couraged those to attend who should not. Chil- 
dren have heen told that their places would be 
taken if they staid away, and they could not be 
readmitted. In conclusion the committee rec- 
ommends: 

“ Firet—The system of marking and rewards for 
regular attendance of school children should be sv 
adjusted as to impose no avoidable penalty for ab- 
sence on account of illness. 

** Second—The recess at noon should last at least 
one hour and one-half. No scholar should be de- 
tained for ony reason during the noon recess. 

“ Tnrird—The salaries of principals and teachers 
should be less directly dependent on the average 
attendance than it now is. 

“ Fourth—The regulations which are in force re- 
garding vaccination and contagious diseases among 
public school children should be extended and rig- 
idly enforced in all day schools, including all pri- 
a denominational schools of every descrip- 
tion.”’ 

The work that Miss Dodge and Mrs. Agnew 
set themselves to do in the Board of Education, 
say their supporters, was just the kind of work 
needed to prevent danger. It is yndoubtedly 
due to them that the “stricter enforcement of 
the regulations” referred to by the committee 
isdue. They have given their time, it is added, 
to visiting the schools and looking into the real 
facts. Few men who have served on the Board 
of Education have been haif so industrious. 
When men have visited schools they have gen- 
erally done 60 in a very perfunctory manner. 
But Miss Dodge and Mrs. Agnew have gone 
from school toschool. Before they had been 
two yeats in oftice they had visited nearly every 
public school in the city, and nearly every 
class. They have looked over the pupils and 
made inquiry as to theirhealth. They have 
looked through the school buildings and noted 
the sanitary conditions. If there were fauits 
in administration, they have sought to have 
them corrected. 

They have in some cases gone into the cellars 
of school buildings to observe their condition. 
One case is reported in which a schoolhouse 
janitor was greatly disturbed at such scrutiny 
and complained that, though he had been jan- 
itor twenty-two years, no Commissioner ever 
went into the cellar before. The cellar was in 
foul condition. 

In the Board of Education Miss Dodge and 
Miss Agnew have belonged to the mivority 
party. Siuce the board was last organized they 
nave held no committee positions of impor- 
tance. But whenever opportunity has offered 
they have done good work. Instead of turning 
them out of office the petitioners believe that 
the Mayorshould do all in his power to en- 
gage the efforts of women in school work, 
not merely as Commissioners, but as Trustees 
of the ward schools and as school inspectors.

MRS. M’BRIDE’S ALIMONY. 

By the judgment giving Josephine M. Mc- 
Bride a limited divorce from her husband, Rob- 
ert P. McBride, ‘the owner of 100 tea stores, it 
is provided that she shall be paid $500 a month 
alimony. Mr. McBride has taken an appeal, in 
which a atay of proceedings was granted. He, 
therefore, refused to pay the alimony, anda 
motion was made before Judge Patterson in 
the Supreme Court to compel him to doso. 
Judge Patterson decided yesterday that under 


the present form of the stay McBride could not 
be compelled to pay the alimony. He, however, 
advises Mre. McBride to appeal to the Judge 
who granted the stay to modify it so tnat it 
shall provide for the payment of the alimony. 
In case the stay is not modified she is given 
leave to make a motion to have her husband 
compelled to pay for the support and main- 
tenance of their child. 





THE DORSEY JUDGMENT SATISFIED. 

The judgment of $112,928 77 entered in the 
County Clerk’s office against ex-Senator BSte- 
phen W. Dorsey, in favor of Arthur A, Levy, 
has been marked as satisfied. In 1872 Dorsey 
sold Arkansas State bonds to the amount of 
$100,000 to the firm of Levy & Co. of London. 
They became worthless. Bills drawn by the 
Arkdnsas Central Railway Company on Dorsey, 


and accepted by him, had been given to Levy 
& Co. as security, and in April, 1888, they se- 
cured a judgment against Dorsey in a suit 
brought on these bills in the English High 
Court of Justice. The judgment was obtained 
here in proceedings begun upon the judgment 
of the English Court. t

Q| FRANKDIN-STRUET TKAINS. 


A NEW ARRANGEMENT ON THE SIXTH- 
AVENUE ELEVATED. ROAD. 


The Manhattan Elevated Railway Company 
yesterday began to run regular Franklin-street 
trains on the Sixth-avenue line for the benefit 
of the dry goods district, These trains, to the 
number of fifteen, have beep running in the 
evening for at least two years, and the com- 
pany decided to put on morning trains also. 
Therefore, during the hours of heavy tratlic 
during the morning and evening there will be 
special trains that will not carry passengers 
further south than Franklin-street. 

Leaving that station, they willran upon one of 
the several extra tracks between that point and 
Chambers-street, the engines will be switched 
by another extra track, and the trains will 


start from Franklin-street on “their up-town 
trips without having interfered with the trains 
that run below that point. These trains will 
carry special sigoals,-and the train guards and 
station men will call out ‘“ Franklin-street 
Train” at every station. 

Yesterday morning, however, 4a great many 
mistakes were made, both laughable and exas- 
perating. In spite of the warning of the guards 
the trains would fill with through. passengers. 
To make matters worse, the trains switched at 
Chambers-street instead of Franklin, and con- 
siderable delay was caused by engines runnip 
back on the main tracks after the trains ha 
been backed upon the centre track. This, of 
course, occupied several minutes, and through 
trains were delayed in consequence, 

Astrain after train went through this per- 
formance, the station on the down-town side of 
Chambers-street became packed with passen- 
gers who shivered in the chill air. Many of 
them wondered if the thing was going to con- 
tinue every moruing, but while they were still 
discussing it, the trains began to switch at 
Franklin-street and-the blockade was ended. 

Col. Hain said yesterday that by another day 
there would be no perceptible delay, and that 
yesterday’s trouble was unavoidable. The 
trains to Frauklio-street, he said, were an im- 
perative necessity during the busy hours, not 
only to relieve the pressure on trains at the 
lower stations but to accommodate the large 
and increasing travel from that point. During 
the early hours of the morning seven-tentls of 
the passengers are dropped at Franklin-street 
or the statious above. 

The old water tank and coal pockets at the West 
Ninety-third-street station of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad, where the Ninth-avenue 
trains formerly took water and coal, are being 
demolished. The trains now run through to 
One Hundred and Thirty-tifth-street for coal 
and water. 


LA GASCOGNE AGROUND. 





THE INCOMING STEAMER SPENDS HOURS 
ON THE SOUTHWEST SPIT. 


The French steamship La Gascogne, which 
arrived yesterday from Havre, grounded on the 
Southwest Spit while coming up the main ship 
channel Sunday evening. She crossed the bar 
at 6 o’olock. The tide had been falling for some 
hours and it was then unusually low water. 
Lu Gascogne got slightly out of her course and 
grounded on the spit. She was going slowly at 
the time and struck lightly. She lay in an easy 
position for nearly five hours and then floated 
off with the rising tide. She was not injured in 


any way while aground, After floating off the 


steamer came to anchor and remainedin the 
lower bay until daylight, when she proceeded 
up to Quarantine. 

La Gascogue met with severe gales from 
south to northeast, with heavy seas, on Nov. 14, 
15, and 16. On the latter day she made only 
two-thirds of her usual rate of progress. She 
shipped some water; no accident vecurred, 
Among her passengers were Baron Fava, Ital- 
jan Minister to the United States; Mrs. Admiral 
Livingston, M. de Struve, Russian Minister to 
the United States, and the Rev. Mr. Fernandez. 





DID FRANKLIN WRITE 


To the Editor of the New-York Times; 

In the issue of your paper of Sunday, Nov. 
10, I met with an article entitled “ Franklin on 
Dreaming,” signed ‘‘ David; Gamut,” the pur- 
port of which was {that in my recently pub- 
lished ‘‘ Bibliograpliy of Benjamin Franklin” 
I had omitted to include a work entitled, 
“L’Art de se Rendre Heureux par les Songes,” 
—Frankfurt, 1746. The writer: tells us that 
Franklin’s “authorship of it is an unwritten 
article of faith among book collectors,” and 
states as a consequence that ‘‘one might as 
well write of Charles I. nothing but his finer 
traits, and call.ita biography, as compte a 


catalogue of Voltaire without ‘La Pucelle 
d’Orleans,’ and a catalogue of Franklin with- 
out ‘L’Art de se Kendre Heureux par les 
Songes.’’ 

Iam sorry that the 1,500 titles collected in 
my volume are rendered valueless to our pseu- 
aonymous biblionoste by this omission, but 
both on myown and Franklin’s behalf I must 
offer some protest to this opinion. When the 
work in question came from the German press 
Franklin was an unknown master printer in 
Philadelphia, whose name was barely familiar 
to a small number of his own countrymen. But 
even had he had a European reputation that 
would have made the Frankfurt and Leipzig 
publishers seek his literary work, he could never 
have written suvh arrant nonsense and drivel 
as that ascribed to his pen. The whoie 
truth of the matter is that in 1772 Franklin did 
write a familiar and charming letter to Miss 
Stevenson, a correspondent of many years, 
which when republished in his writings was 
given the title of ‘The Art of Procuring Pleas- 
ant Dreams.” Far from being a silly collection 
of nostrums for influencing the brain in slum- 
ber, itis what good sense would teach any one, 
i. @, that a healthful life, light supper, and 
well-aired bed are the most necessary methods 
for accomplishing the desired result, as clearly 
Franklinian as the other is not, 

But the slight similarity in the two titles was 
too good a chance for the not overscrupulous 
catalogue compiler. In my bibliography 1 had 
occasion to call attention to another book that 
had been catalogued as Franklin’s, and then 
wrote “ whether a catalogue maker has a right 
to make his wares sell tor a higher price by 
ascribing them without proof to a celebrated 
pen is a question In ethics for Mr. J. Hammond 
Trumbull.” Your correspondent himself con- 
fesses that “the value of the omitted book in 
the French auction sales for nearly a century 
has depended entirely on its attribution to

very auction catalogues are good historical evi- 
dence that Franklin wrote a piece too silly to be 

rinted or read, and which he can tind not one 
ot of reason for fathering on one who hardly 
“ever wrote a foolish thing.” 

Had I included in my list everything that was 
ever wrongly ascribed to Franklin I should 
have had my hands full. For three years there 
was hardly a tracton the colonial side of the 
Anglo-American disputes which was not 
charged to his account, and the auction and 
stock catalogues since then have added largely 
to this list, and I will even confess have drawn 
sundry shillings and francs from me personall 
for what proved worthless rubbish. But I wis 
here to say that there is at least one book col- 
lector whose ‘‘unwritten article of faith’ does 
not include this work ‘among *Franklin’s, and 
anotber American book collector who died not 
quite one hundred years ago, leaving one of the 
finest libraries then in this country, who not 
only did notrefer to it himself, but probably 
had never even seen the work, 

It “* David Gamut” really is interested in 
Franklin literature, I shall be happy, any time he 
willdrop his pseudonymous mask and send in 
his card, to show hima copy of my bibliography, 
with sufticlent manuscript additions and cor- 
rections to prove to him the imperfections of 
my list.

THE LABORS OF THE PAN- 
AMERICAN DELEGATES. 

COMMITTEES TO CONSIDER DIFFERENT 
SUBJECTS—DELAYS CAUSED BY THE 
USE OF TWO LANGUAGES. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—After a recess of over 
six weeks the delegates to the International 
American Congress were called together at 11 
o’clock this morning by Secretary Blaine, the 
presiding officer. The rooms in which the con- 
ference meets are most comfortable and well 
adapted to the purpose for which they were se- 
lected. Mr. Blaine sat at the head of along 
table, sround which were seated nearly all of 
the delegates to the conference, the Brazilian 
delegates being the only notable absentees. 

The first business in order was the reading of 
the minutes of the last meeting, (which was 
also the first,) and this had to,be done in Span- 
ish as wellas English. Sefior Quintana, one of 
the Argentine delegates, called attention to the 
fact that the minutes showed that at the last 
meeting the presiding officer had been elected 
and otner formal action taken’ by unanimous 
votes. He said that this was not literally cor- 


rect, as some of the delegates were absent 
and it was desirabie that the minutes should 
show who were present and who voted. 

The next business was the perfection of the 
organization which was begun at the first meet- 
ing by the selection of a presiding officer. 

By authority conferred in a resolution offered 
by Mr. Henderson, the President appointed 
Messrs. Romero of Mexico, Quintana of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, and Cooliuge of the United 
States, a°colmmittee to receive and report upon 
the credentials of the delegates. Senor Quin- 
tana moved the appointment of two secretaries. 
He wantec two, in order that the English and 
Spanish speaking delexates mixzht be eaually 
represented. As it was, he said, he had been 
unable to vote understandingly upon the mat- 
ters already treated, as he did not understand 
the English language, and he believed that 
every utterance should be made in both Eng- 
lish and Spanish. 

Some of the delegates feared that confusion 
might result from the incumbency of two secre- 
taries, and, after discussion, the proposition 
was allowed to go over until the next session, 
the conference’ meanwhile yielding to Seior 
Quintana’s wishes to the extent of selecting the 
delegates Dr. Guzman of Nicaragua and Dr. 
Zegarra to act temporarily as Secretaries, and 
until some permanent provision be made. The 
gentlemen named immediately took their 
places beside the presiding Oflicer, and there- 
after all motions and remarks were duly trans- 
lated, a proceeding which naturally consumed 
cousiderable time. 

Delegate Cornelius Bliss presented the report 
of the Committee on Commiitees. This com- 
mittee was composed of Messrs. Bliss of the 
United States, Nin of Uruguay, Bolet-Peraza 
of Venezuela, Cruz of Guatemala, and Zegarra 
of Peru. They were at work yesterday, and as 
aresult made a report providing for the ap- 
pointment of the following-named committees: 


An executive committee of five members, to re- 
ceive and record nominations of Vice Presidents 
from the several delegations to designate the otficer 
who shail preside in the absence of the President; 
to superintend the publication of the protocols and 
reports of the proceedings, und to provide geuerai- 
ly tor the conduct of business. 

A committee on customs union, composed of five 
members, to consider and report @ basis for an 
American customs union, and the advisability ot a 
division of the gp Se into sections, according to 
the geographical situation of the countries rapre- 
sented in the conference and the similarity of in- 
terests involved. 

Three committees of five members each to con- 
sider and report upon the best means of extending 
andimproving the facilities for transportation and 
postal and telegraphic communication between the 
several Countries represented that border on the 
Atlantic Ocean, the Pacific Ocean, and the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean Sea, respectively. 

A committee of five members to consider and re- 
port on the subject of railway communication be- 
tween the several countries represented. 

A Comwittes on Customs Regulations, composed 
of five members, to consider and report upon the 
best method of improving and simpiifying customs 
regulations in the several ports of the countries 
represented. 

A—Formalities to be observed in the importation 
and exportation of merchaniise. 

B—Ciassitication, examination, and valuation of 
merchandise. 

C—Methods of imposing and collecting fines and 
penalties for the violation of the customs and har- 
bor regulations. 

A committee of five to consider and report upon 
the best method of securing uniformity of light- 
house, pilot, aud other harbor dues. 

A committee of three to consider and report upon 
the adoption of a uniform system of weights and 
measures, 

A committee of seven to consider and report upon 
the best method of establishing ana maintaining 
sanitary regulations in commerce between the 
several countries represented. 

A committee of three to report upon the best 
method of protecting patents, publications, trade 
marks, and right in commerce between the coun- 
tries represented. 

A Committee on Extradition, composed of three 
members, to consider and report apon the estab- 
lishment of « general convention between the 
countries represented. 

A Committee on Monetary Convention, consisting 
of seven members, to report the basis of a monetary 
convention between the countries represented in 
the conterence. 

A Committee on Banking, to consist of five mem- 
bers, to report a method of improving and extend- 
ing the banking facilities and credit system be- 
tween the countries represented. 

A Committee on International Law, to consist of 
five members, to report uniform rules of private in- 
ternational law affecting civil and commercial mat- 
ters and the legalization of documents. 

A Committ®e on General Welfare, to consist of 
seven members, to report some plan of arbitration 
for the settlement of disagreements that may here- 
after arise between the several nations represented 
in the conference, and to receive, consider, and re- 
port en any other Mid gag that may be proposed 
other than those included in the invitation from the 
Government of the United States. 

No attempt was made to discuss this report, 
but it was ordered to be printed and laid aside 
for future consideration. 

Delegate Henderson sought to have a per- 
Manent order established that the conference 
should meet Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and Thurs- 
days of each week, at 1 o’clock, but there ap- 
peared to be some difficulty in reaching an 
agreement, and the conference adjourned until 
Wednesday without disposing of the supject. 

Secretary Blaine has appointed Mr. William 
E. Curtis, executive officer of the conference, 
to look after everything connected with the 
external arrangemepnts for the conference. 

Capt. John G. Bourke, United States Army, 
has been appointed Sergeant at Arms, with 
Lieut. Henry R. Lemly, United States Army, as 
assistant, while Warner P. Sutton has been 
placed in charge of the publication of the pro- 
ceedings of the conference.

A FORGER ABSOONDS. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 18.—Several days ago an 
attachment for $2,000 was placed on the stock 
of B. 8. Barrett, piano dealer, 88 Euclid-avenue, 
Yesterday a warrant charging Barrett with 
forgery was issued, and officers are now search- 


ing for him. Investigation shows that Barrett 
is about $70,000 in debt, and it is believed that 
he has gone to Canada. 

His principal creditors are the Hallett & 
Davis Piano Company, with a claim of $30.000; 
the Emerson Piano Company, $8,000, and the 
Euclid-Avenue National Bank of this city, 
$12,000.

A OCOLD-BLOODED CRIME. 


A MERE BOY SHOOTS AN OLD MAN IN 
ORDER TO ROB HIM. 


The tragedy which took place in the little 
hamlet of Armonk; Westchester County, on Sat- 
urday night, when Lewis White was shot in the 
head by a burglar, William see by name, was 
the chief topic of conversation yesterday in that 
vicinity. Early in the morning Coroner Hopkins 
went to Mr. White’s home and took his ante- 
mortem statement. From this suatement and 
the stories of bis neighbors it appears that 
young See, who bears a bad reputation, al- 
though he 1s only seventeen vears old, had been 


Planning all day Saturaay to murder and rob 
the old man, 


Mr, White, the victim, lives ina little house 
about a mile and a halt from the village, on 


the shore of Wampus Lake. He is married ana 
has a family of grown children, but for some lit- 
tle time he has been living alone, although sixty- 
eight years of age. He isa shoemaker by trade. 

Bee had been seen dogging bim about the 
country, which is quite wilain that neighbor- 
hood, all the afternvon, armed withaclubd. In 
the afternoon he was at White’s house. White 
asked him what he was carrying the club about 
for. See said he was taking it to Alfred Bird- 
sall’s, White’s next-door neighbor, toget him to 
make aramrod out of itforhis gun. A tew 
minutes later White went to the village, and on 
his way back saw See standing on the porch 
of Birdsall’s house. Hethen hada single-bar- 
reled gun. White went on to his cwn home 
and sat down to his bench and began work on 
some shves he was mending. 

It was some time after 8 o’clock when See 
walked in with the gun in nis hand. He said 
he came in to get warm before he went home. 
They got to talking on various subjects, and pres- 
ently the old Albert Montfort murder ar Kepaico 
was mentioned by See. He said how odd it was 
they never found out the murderer. This subject 
was discussed for some time, when suddenly 
See tired his guo, so White says, at his head. 
The shot took effect on the right side of bis face, 
piercing his cheek and eye, and tearing away the 
reater portion of his ear. As soon as he fired, 
rp exclaimed: ‘I’ve fixed you now!” and then 
ed. 

Mr. White, with the blood streaming from his 
wounds, ran up stairs and got his shotgun and 
revoiver and hurried up to the village, where 
he gave the alarm. A number of men volun- 
teered to turn out to hunt down the would-be 
murderer. They started, but finally gave up 
the chase, concluding they could do nothing in 
the darkness. Meanwhile, White had been at- 
tendea by Dr. J. J. Burnell. He was made as 
comfortable a3 possible in Farmer Knowlton’s 
house. 

About noon, as Deputy Sheriff Hiram Birdsall 
and two companions were passing a big cleft in 
a rock, they heard voices and recognized one as 
that of See. The officer called upon him to

The jar discharged the load, which 
struck White in the nead. He was then so 
frightened at what had been done that he ran 
out of thé house and hid. We denied that he 
intended to kill White and rob the house. He 
was taken before Justice Haviland yesterday, 
who held him in default of $2,500 bail to await 
the action of the next Grand Jury, 

White was a little easier yesterday, and the 
doctor who is attending him thinks he hasa 
chance of recovery, but his age is against him. 
He 1s highly thought of among his neighbors. 
He was for many years a Justice of the Peace in 
the town of North Castle, in which Armonk is 
situated.

SMOKE AND WATER DO THE MISCHIFF. 

An automatic fire signal * went off” early 
yesterday morning fora fire in the seven-story 
building 626 Broadway and 158 Crosby-street.
